The Part O'Sullivan Played in the Tragedy 
— Fate of Witnesses. 

Dr. P. H. Cronin was an active worker in 
the cause of Irish liberty. He lived at No.

One of Cougblin's fellow 
detectives was Michael Whelan, whose brother 
Thomas, a street-car conductor, was married 
to O’Sullivan’s cousin and made his ‘home in 
O’Sullivan’s cottage. May 28 Coughlin, O’Sul- 
livan, and a fellow named Woodruff, after- 
wards proven a prevaricator of wondrous 
ability. were indicted for murder, and the 
Coroner’s jury began an inquest. 

At this point Taz Trisune made startling 
revelations regarding methods of the “tri- 
angle in handling funds contributed for the 
Irish cause, and the coronial investigation of 
them was made thorough. Causes for the 
enmity of leaders of the triangle faction 
towards Dr. Cronin were made clear. In the 
course of the investigat:on the fact that a con- 
spiracy against Dr. Cronin existed and had 
been furthered by the inner circle of Camp 20 
of the Clan-na- Gael was positively demon- 
strated. 

In working out this theory of conspiracy 
subsequently and on the trial it was shown 
that John F. Beggs, an attorney, was the 
Senior Guardian of Camp 20, to which Cough- 
lin, O'Sullivan. and others whose names 
were brought up belonged. Dr. Cronin had 
been expelied from Camp 20, and on trial by 
the inner circle” it was decresd that he 
should die. That was early in 1889. In pur- 
suance of the conspiracy, having in end the 


doctor's death, the furniture and trunk were 


purchased at Revell’s store by J. B. Simons, 
or Williams, and taken to No. 117 Clark 
street. March 20 Williams and another man 
rented the Carlson cottage. 
O'Sullivan Knew ‘ arlson’s Tenants. 

They were vouched for by O’Sullivan when 
they paid another month’s rent in April. 
March 22 the furniture was taken to the cot- 
tage by Expressman Martinson. April 26 
O Sullivan, who was known to be acquainted 
with the men livmg in the Carison cottage, 
was introduced to Dr. Cronin at a meeting of 
the Washington club, on Lincoln avenue.

Dunlap’s Previous History, 

To understand this drift of opinions a littie 
previous history becomes necessary. Dunlap 
is an Illinois man by birth, education, and 
everything else. All his family connections 
are here. H.J. Dunlap, a brother, is Consul 
to Hamburg. His home is in Champaign. 
H. M., another brother, lives in Champaign 
and was recently nominated for State Senator, 
defeating Milt W. Matthews. Another broth- 
er, Ernest of Savoy, III., is a successful bus- 
iness-man and one of repute... 

Merton Dunlap is related to the Rissers of 
Kankakee. His father was at one time editor 
of the Illinois Farmer and was an influential 
man. Merton is a graduate of the school at 
Jacksonville, this State, and is a lawyer. 
When he moved to Paxton he soon became 
prominent and took a hand in social, relig- 
ious, and political matters. His home was an 
attractive one, and his family knew how 
to assist him in making it what he wanted. 
He was an accommodating man ty people, ir- 
respective of their politics. In 1873 he was 
elected County Clerk on the Greenback 
ticket. For reélection he ran on the Repub- 
lican ticket, and was again elected after that 
as a Republican. At the last election he was 
again put upby the Republicans, nominated 
by acclamation; indorsed by the Democratic 
county convention, approved of by the Prohi- 
bition county convention, and taken up and 
given a sendoff by the Sunday-school con- 
vention of Ford County, which met at Piper 
City. 

This standing of Dunlap, his towering 
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character for integrity made others careless, 


has aided in creating 
trouble.

What They Have Di«covered. 

Up to today the committee has made the 
discovery that in many instances Dunlap 
would place the proper amount which he 
should have drawn on the stub of his book, 
filling in the order for a sum twice and oftener 
larger than that on the stub. These orders 
were cashed by the bank, as has always been 
the custom, and the money charged to the 
County Treasurer, who makes an accounting 
with the Board of Supervisors every six 
months.

In some 
cases he drew twoorders to pay one account, 
as when he drew an order for $300 to pay 
Bernard & Co. of St. Louis for election ths 
and failed to do it and a few days later drew 
an order for $200 to pay the same account and 
neglected to do that. Such was the system he 
adopted, until he has drawn, 80 far as is 
kaown, $7,000, Of this amount $3,000 has 
been drawn since Dec. 1, 1891, 

Flight of Dunlap. 

As soon as the investigation warranted steps 
State’s-Attorney Cook prepared warrants for 
Dunlap's arrest last Thursday, but Dunlap was 
not at home when the Sheriff called. He was 
seen to board the freight-train going south 
on the Illinois Central railway at 2 p. m. He 
left a note to his wife saying he was going to 
retrieve his misfortune and that he would not 
return until he did.

PASSENGER KILLED BY A ROAD AGENT, 
Stage Coach Stepped, but n Pincky Mes- 
senger Saves the Money. 

Sax Anpreas, Cat., April 30.—[Special. |— 
One of the boldest attempts at stage robbery 
in the history of the State occurred near here 
this morning. The stage for Sheep Rauch 
left about 7 a. m., carrying a large amount of 
money intended to be used in paying off the 
employés of J. B. Haggin’s mine, near Sheep 
Ranch. The driver, a young man named 
„Babe ” Raggio. shared the box with Mike 
Tovey, a Wells-Fargo shotgun messenger, 
and in the stage was ene passenger, Miss 
Rodersino, of this place, who was going to 

visit friends at Sheep Ranch. 

About five miles out of town a masked man 
stood up from behind a log at the side of the 
road. Tovey started to swing his cut-off shot- 
gun from between his knees and Raggio 
whipped up the horses. There was no cry of 
„halt,“ but the highwayman fired a load of 
buckshot at the stage. Miss Rodersino, who 
occupied the middle seat, was shot in the head 
and dropped to the floor of the vehicle ap 
parently. dead. ; 

Some of the shot pierced Driver Raggio’s 
breast, mortally wounding him. He dropped 
his whip and was falling forward from the 
seat when Messenger Tovey, who was wound- 
ed in the right arm, caught him, and, 3 
him up, seized the reina and drove out o 
range. The highwayman, seeing that he had 
missed the inessenger, fled. an when Tovey 
last saw him was running over the hills in the 
direction of the railway. 

The messenger drove back to Sperr)’s 
ranch, the nearest house on the road, There 
it was found that Miss Rodersino was still 
alive, but in a few minutes she died. Leavi 
the dead and dying Tovey, though wounded, 
brought the stage to Sau Andreas. Mike 
Tovey isone of the best fighters in the em- 
ploy of the Express company, His arm 
seems to be his vulnerable pars as he has been 
wounded there three times by robbers in the 
last ten years. | 

This most noted exploit was a midnight 
duel fought in 1881 with Jones and Sharp, two 
bandits of the Carson and, Bodie road, They 
had stopped the stage and Tovey, standing be- 
hind the off front wheel of the coach, gave 
them a hard battle. He killed Jones and 
drove Sharp off, but was so badly wounded in 
the arm that he had to go to a neighboring 
farm-house for repairs, his absence Sharp 
returned and robbed the stage. Sharp was 
located by documents found on his dead 
comrade’s body and was caught in Fresno.

Pittsburg Wholesalers Get «# Scorching— 
Burned a Postofiice, 

Prrrssure, Pa., April 30.—A fire broke out 
on Liberty street, at Eighth street, this 
morning which entirely destroyed two large 
buildings and damaged a number of others. 
The loss will reach $800,000, on which there is 
about two-thirds insurance. The fire started 
in the elevator shaft of the six-story building 
occupied by the Household Credit company 
and spread so rapidly that, before the fire de- 
partment reached the scene, the entire struct- 
ure was burning and the flames had spread to 
the adjoining building occupied by John S. 
Roberts, a wholesale wall paper dealer. The 
flames then commudicated to N. G. Braden’s 
cheese warehouse, Robitzar’s wholesale liquor 
store, Lindsey’s 1 establishment. and 
Oppenheimer & Hannach’s shirt factory, but 
these structures were saved, There were 
many people in the buildings and several 
narruw 88 were reported. In the Oppen- 
heimer building, which in on Pennsylvania 
avenue, there were 100 girls on the upper floors. 
A panic ensued and a general rush 
was made for the streets. Inthe crush that 
follewed several persons were injured, but 
none seriously. In the Lindsey Building a 
large quantity of powder was stored, and on 

other side was a Wholesale liquor 
store. Added to this was a high wind, which 
sent huge sparks and pieces of red-hot tin 
sailing down in all direetions, ! 

The total loss will reach $300,000. The 
Household Credit eompany’s buildmg was 
owned by John A. Harper and was valued at 
$50,000, while the steck was worth as much 
more. The Roberts builaing was owned by 
Charles Arbuthnot, and valued at $60,000.

From all directions troo. ce 
arriving in Paris, and it would appear as 
though the authorities feared some outbreak 
tonight, 

I still insist on the European character of 
the present crisis, At Lausanne, Switzerland, 
the Anarchists have blown up the house of the 
Prefect's mother, about a mile from the city; 
at Rome an explosiou in front of the Massimo 
Palace has thrown the city into a panic and 
patrols circulate through the streets, and at 
Oporte, Portugal, the danger is con- 
sidered great. It may be interesting to read- 
ers to know how this great City of Paris is 
protected against. the dangers of a riot. I 
have obtained my information everywhere— 
from the police, the army, and the govern- 
ment—and here is the result: 

The measures have been adopted in com- 
mon by the Minister of War and the Minister 
of the Interior, In Paris the Prefect of Po- 
lice has an understanding with Gen. Saussier. 
the Military Governor of this city. Besides 
the garde dela paix—the ordinary policemen 
—and the garde republicaine—the old gend- 
adrmerie—there have been brought from the 
subur s a certain number of regiments of 
cavalry which will be added to the troops of 


the garrison. 


Here is the actual garrison force; At the 
Pesiniére barracks, six companies of the 
Seventy-sixth regiment of the line; at the 
Military School, two battalions of the Thirty- 
ninth regiment and one battalion of the Forty- 
sixth; at the new France barracks, two com- 
panies of marine infantry; at Chateau d Eau 
barracks, two battalions of the Thirty. first 
regiment and eight companies of marine in- 
fantry; at the Penthievre barracks, the 
Thirty-sixth regiment; at the Neuilly. bar- 
racks, three companies of the One Hun- 
dred and Thirtieth and two battallions of the 
Fifteenth regiment; at the Tourelles bar- 
racks, two battalions of the One Hundred 
and Twenty-fourth regiment; at La Tour 
barracks, the Seventy-tourth regiment; at the 
Sourcine barracks, four companis of the One 
Hundred and Seventeenth regiment; at the 
Babylon barracks, the Forty-sixth regiment. 

Of the cavalry, the Sixth Cuirassiers and the 
Twenty-second and T'wenty-seventh Dragoons 
tomorrow will occupy the court-yards of the 
Elysée — the Ministry of the Iuterior, the 
Palais Bourbon, and the Palais Luxembourg. 
This evening the Twenty-second Hussars, the 
Fifth Chasseurs, and the Ninth Dragoons will 
drive from the suburbs. In order not to alarm 
the public there three reigments will arrive 
between midnight and 2 o’clock a. m. and will 
come in small detachments. 

VN Open Concentration of Troops.

LAWYER FORREST OFF FOR JOLIET, 


O’Sullivan’s Defender Much Affeeted on 
Hearing of His Iiness. 

William S. Forrest, who defended O’Sulli- 
van and his companions, left for Joliet at 
11:30 o’clock last night. 
fected when he learned of O’Sullivan’s condi- 


tion last night. 


But I do not believe it.“ he said at first. 
Assured that the information was had from 4 
reliable correspondent, Mr. Forrest said: 

Then I will go to Joliet tonight. Ido not 
believe the man will die after all he has pa- 
tiently suffered in waiting for tardy justice. 
I wrote a letter to him today full of cheer. I 
know he has been sick, but Mr. Donahue, my 
associate in the defense, returned from the 

itentiary Thursday, and he told me O’Sul- 
ivan was recovering. He was hoping 
to secure justice, and now he is dying. He 
was always a thin, consumptive man,, 
and yet 1 thought he would live through ail 
this and be released. He is one of. the most 
innocent men lever knew. Sincere, confid- 
ing, honest, true as steel, and hig conviction, 
in my epinion, was a great mistake. He was 
on the verge of release, and I hope that the 
dispatch which heralds his sickness is wrong. 
He was a man who had enmity towards none. 
He simply attended to his business, and I will 
be sorry if he dies with this cloud upon him. 
I feel positive that a reversal of the decision 
of the trial court will be made. 

Has he been worrying much over the de- 
lay ot the Supreme Court? 

It has, of course, made him worry. He 
was confident of the results, The writ of 
error was filed in 1890, and we then announced 
ourselves ready to have the case taken up. 
Attorney-General Hunt secured a continuance 
on che ground that State’s-Attorney Longe- 
necker had abanded the case, and that he did 
not feel equal to conducting the case alone. 
It was continued to the nearest term, 1891, 
and then taken under advisement, 

“We all expected a “decision at the last 


March term, but I am not surprised at delays | 


in the Supreme Court. The Judges are com- 
pelled to travel about the State, and besides 
there are more legal questions in this cause 
thau in any criminal case of which I have ever 
heard.”’ 

„What effect would his death have? Would 
there be no decision in that event?” 

“I think not. I should yp ey regret 
his death, because I did not permit him to go 
on the stand in his owa behalf on the trial. 
He wanted to do so, but I threatened to with- 


draw from the case if he did so. Should he 


live and secure a new trial I wouid put him on 
the stand. 

If he dies will there not be great delay in 
perfecting appeals in the other cases“? 

It would take more time, of course, but I 
believe there are three times as many errors 
in Coughlin’s case as in that of O'Sullivan. 
My chief regret in the event of ©’Sullivan’s 
death would be that I did not allow him to. 
testify.”

This Eight-Hour May day demonstration is 
an European product, and derives its interna- 
tional character from the Oid World, Its 
Jeaders here are the German and Bohemian 
unions, whose members are largely of an- 
archistic tendencies. Though many conserva. 
tive unions have joined, the regular Labor day 
on which American union men march comes 
in September. 

The situation is well represented by the fact 
that the Building Trades Council, the nower- 
ful cent ral body in which Americans and Irish-, 
Americans predominate, decided Friday night 
to march in the parade; but, on motion of 
Ben Garland, delegate from the Gas Fitters’ 
Union, resolve 4 to leave the parade the mo- 
ment the red flag of Anarchy was displayed, 
Should these delegates, who number 160, with. 
draw, «Jl the twenty-four unions which they 
represent would follow them and abandon the 
procession. The American and Irish brick- 
layers will not march; the German bricklay- 
ers will. 

Final arrangements were made last night at 

Greif 's Hall for the celebration. There will 
be no police escort. The committee did not 
ask for one. The procession will be headed 
by a company of fifty uniformed members of 
of Aurora Turnverein. Thirty bands of music 
will be in line.

The palm house, on which this strike will 
take place, is a novel structure, designed in 
the Roman-Doric style of architecture. It is 
of Conuecticut brownstone to match the color 
of the residence. It will cover all the unoc- 
cupied part of the lot, and will contain beauti- 
fuily tinished billiard-rooms. The space in 
front of the palm house will be covered by a 
broad flight of stone steps, broken by three 
terraces and culminating in a dome forty feet 
high.

The interior is 
Sienna marble to the height of seven feet, ar- 
ranged in variegated pauela. The rest of the 
walls, ceiling, and floors will be of inlaid 
mosaic.

PAN-HANDLE MEN MAY GO OUT. 


Machinists Firmly Demanding the Aboli- 
tion of the Piece- Work System. 

In all probability a strike involving from 
1,500 to 2,000 machinists on the Pan-Handle 
The pro- 
posed strike was discussed at the Executive 


Board meeting of the International Associa- 


tien of Machinists at the Grand Pacific yes- 
terday, and a report will be made to the con- 
vention tomorrow morning favoring a strike. 
Some men have already gone out at Indian- 
apolis, and as Supt. Darlington absolutely 
refuses to recognize the organization the pros- 
pects for a long fight are good. 

The whole trouble lies in the system of 
piece work, which the men say is secondary 
only in its evil effects to the sweating ” sys- 
tem. The piece system was introduced on the 
Pan- Handle line some time ago, each ma- 
chinist receiving a stated price for a given 
amount of work. This was an incentive to 
tura out work, but as soon as the men began 
to increase their efforts to produce mure the 
price of piece work was cut, and this was kept 
up until now the men declare that most of 
them are crowding twenty four hours’ work 
into ten hours in order to make a fair day’s 
wages, The men are united in their demand 
for the abolition of the gees system. James 
O'Connell, a member of the Executive board, 
said the Pennsylvania company may 
involved, as it controls the Pan-Handle. 

At the eonvention tomorrow resolutions 
calling upon the several State Legislatures to 
prohibit corporations from hiring Pinkerton 
guards during strikes, and indorsing the Chi- 
nese exclusion bill will be adopted.

LINOIS CENTRAL TRACKS, 


A Conference Held Regarding the Proposed 
Elevation, Both as to Distance and 
Heicht-—-Many Ideas Advanced, but No 
Definite Action Decided On by the Coun- 
cil Committee Concerning the Ordinance 
—Elevated .Terminals Considered at a 

_ Banquet of the Commercial Club. 

The Council Committee on Streets and Al- 
leys South devoted three hours yesterday after- 
noon to the consideration of the or@#ance 
for elevating the IlJinow Central tracks from 
Fifty-first to Sixty-third streets. Various 
amendinents to the ordinance in the form it 
was first submitted by Commissioner Aldrich 
were offered, but the committee adjourned 
without taking action. 

Representatives of the World's Fair, of the 
Illinois Central, of Woodlawn Park property- 
owners, and of the South Park Com inission- 
ers were present and each interest was ex- 


plained in speeches of more or less length.“ 


The matter will come up again before the 
committee May 9. 

Ald. O’Neill’s amendment for constructing 
the elevated tracks on steel trusses was passed 
for tho time being, and the Aldrich ordinance 
was considered. Ald. Hepburn offered an 
amendment extending the elevated track to 
Sixty-seventh street, instead of Sixty-third 
street, This was in accord with the wishes of 
Wvodlawn Park residents. 

Julius Stern, Chairman of a committee of 
Woodlawn Park property-owners, explained 
why it would be a disadvantage to that dis- 
trict to have the grade begin at Sixty-third 
street. They had decided that an elevation of 
eight feet above datum would be satisfactory, 
3 subways were provided at Sixty- 

ourth, Sixty-fifth, and Sixty-sixth streets. 

Martin J. Russell — the position of the 
South Park Board on the pro elevation. 
He said the President of the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition had submitted the question 
to the Park Board and the board had sent a 
letter to President Baker: The board had 
requested that the ordinance be so amended 
as to provide for open ways affording easy 
and effective communication between the 
parks of the South Park system. At the re- 
quest of President Baker a conference had 
been held the day before, at which the World's 
Fair, the Illinois Central, and the Park Board 
were represented, for the pu e of arriving 
at some comnpromise, but nothing definite was 
decided upon. 

A Plea for Delay. 

Continuing, Mr. Russell said: 

“T ask that until some araangement can be 
made no action be taken on the ordinance. 
The Illinois Central may say the Park Board 
has no rights in the matter. We know that 
the Illinois Central has a fee simple, that it is 
entitled to have a price id, but where so 
much has been given to this corporation we 
cay, „Let us have some reciprocity in this mat- 
ter. 

Ald. Kerr offered an amendment providing 
that the elevated tracks shall contain three 
openings, each sixty feet wide at the Midway 
Plaisance, the plans to be approved by the 
South Park Commissioners and the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, and asked if this 
would be satisfactory to the Park Board. 

Mr. Russell said the board did not stick on 
three openings, but it wanted sufficient open- 
ings for free communication. 

resident Baker said the coat of three such 
subways would be go great that it might de- 
feat the whole project of elevating the tracks. 
He suggested instead that the width of the 
openings at street intersections be increased, 
the Park Commissioners having been appar- 
ently satisfied with this plan. 

Aid. Noble wanted the whole matter de- 
ferred until a subsequent meeting, when the 
World's Fair people, the Park Board, and the 
Illinois Ceritral might agree on some com pro- 
mise. There should be some definite state- 
ment of an agreement before the committee 
should act. fore anything eould be actu- 
ally accomplished the Park Board must ap. 
prove of the plan, and it must be approved by 
a corporation that does not care a cent for the 
rights of the city. 

‘Ald, Hepburn said he would rot consent to 
the passage of the ordinance in so slipshod a 
manner. Leavi 
one of the other three parties 
made a definite proposition. 

Ald, O'Neill Opposes the Ordinance. 


Ald. O'Neill said he would be obliged to 
oppose the ordinance as it now stood, with all 
the amendinents yet presented. There was 
no protection for the city against damages in 
the elevation of tracks and depression of 
streets. If every street crussing was to be on 
girders there would be no protection pr. vided 
the public from falling cinders or dropping 
oil. A covered roadway should be specified. 
The Council had a committee of three on ter- 
minals, and its report should be heard before 
action was taken. 

Ald. Kerr said several streets were not to be 
opened. Every opening would cost $55,000 or 
$00,000, and the Woodiawn- Park people had 
said they would be satisfied if Sixty-third and 
Sixty-seventh streets were opened. 

Chairman Gahan said the Woodlawn Park 
deiegation had asked that Sixty-fourth, Sixty- 
fifth and Sixty-sixth streets be op- ned. 

Mr. Goldsmith of Woodlawn Park said the 
right to open Sixty-fourth street had been de- 
cided affirmatively in the Supreme Court after 
long litigation with the Illinois Central. With 
the elevated road and the cable both on Sixty- 
third street the opening of Sixty-fourth would 
be an absolute necessity for the safety of chil- 
dren. He would guarantee a waiver of dain- 
ages from the opening of Sixty-fourth street. 

President Baker thought if the three sub- 
ways at the streets named were insisted on it 
would make the ordinance of ffo avail on ac- 
count of the great expense. If Hyde Park 
would raise the money. to pay the $180,000 it 
would cost, the World’s Fair Directory would 
be glad of it, for we are now at the end of 
our rope, Mr. Baker declared. | 

Ald. Noble said: 

„ don’t believe the Council is prepared to 
take the responsibility of closing these streets 
for all eternity. The World’s Fair people for- 
get that they would do this just to meet an 
emergency. The Supreme Court has decided 
that the Illinois Central must allow the open- 
ing of streets across its track by condemna- 
tion. Now under the guise of promoting the 
World's Fair they come in and try to avoid 
opening these streets for all the future. 

yde-Farkers enthusiastic for the suc- 
cess of the Exposition may say 
that the Illinois Central shall never be 
compelled to open streets despite the decision 
of the Supreme Court. When the people 
learn from the papers what it is proposed to 
do, I don’t believe the Council will dare to do 
it. Shajl the Council step in between the peo- 
ple and the Illinois Central and say it will pro- 
tect the railroad against the peo In five 
years the Fair will be almost forgotten, but 
the passage of this ordinance would be charged 
up against the present City Council for seven- 
ty-five years. 

The Company's Sentiments Voiced. 

John Dunn, assistant to President Fish of 
the Ilunois Central, protested that the com- 
pany only asked that the opening of streets 
across the road’s right of way should be made 
on such a basis as the public safety and con- 
venience dem 

Chief Engineer Wallace of the Illinois Cen- 
tral explained why an elevation of nineteen 
feet above datum, or eight and one-half feet 
at each street crossing, had been prop: sed. 
Representatives of the road and the city had 
discussed the matter last yeur from ever 
phase. The cost, 1 to the pro 
plans, would be $850,000. Extended to Sixty- 
seventh street and fourteen feet high the cost 
would be 000. If the height was made 
fourteen feet instead of eight and one-half the 
cost would be 2.500, 00. It was possible to 
raise the 1 numoer of tra ks eight 
and one-half feet without retaining walls. If 
the greater height was insisted ou the Wash- 
ington Park branch would also have to be 
elevated so much as to seriously interfere with 
all street crossings or it would have to be 
abandoned. There would be the same diffi- 

culty with the Uakwoods Cemetery. The 
South Chicago branch would have to be aban- 
doned if the tracks were to be raised fourteen 
feet. The eight and a balf-foot elevation was 
the highest possible with a moderate expendi- 
ture. 

President Baker was asked by Ald. Hep- 
burn whether if the city was bearing one-half 
the expense of the World’s Fair the Worid’s 
Fair could not afford to bear the expense of 
the proposed elevation ol the tracks for the 
benefit of the Fair. Mr. Baker said:

After leaving the pas- 
senger station the trains will be 
ceaied from the eyes of the public by the orna- 
mental side guards. The construction of the 
roadbed, as proposed, will render the running of 
trains practically noiseless, aud vibration will be 
reduced toa minimum. Beneath the structures 
stores and warehouses will be constructed with 
pleasing architectural designs at street intersec- 
tions, while the whole will be surmounted by a 
row of electric lights, which wili furnish light for 
that section of the city and give a beautiful effect 
to the entire structure.

What Cicero's Trustees Did. 

The Trustees of Cicero last night approved 
the $10,000 bond of Town Collector Charles F. 
Walker, with Edwin T. Johnson and Thomas

punished. Edwards claimed that his wife de- 
serted him over two years ago. He testified 
that since she deserted him he had not written 
to her nor had he received a letter from her. 
It happened, however, that the wife had for- 
warded some interesting letters to Judge Hor- 
ton, which the latter quietly concealed until 
Edwards had given his evidence. Then he 
produced one letter after the other and asked 
the witness whether he had signed them. One 
bore the date of Dec. 15, 1891, and referred 
to money he had sent to ber.

Labors of the april Grand Jury.

THE BIG BREWERS NOW. 


' ay 
The Price Will Be Reduced to $2 a Barrel 
Next Week Unless Some Agreement Is 
Reached by Which the Paper-Wad War 
Can Be Brought to an Immediate Close 
—During the Trouble Everybody Has | 
Been Doing an Unprofitable Business—_ 

A Possible Solution. 


Heavy artillery is to be brought into the 
field in the beer war. The giants ‘in that bat-, 
tle have tired of skirmishing, and they pro- 
pose now, if the war cannot be settled, to 
make the hostilities of a nature which from 
their severity must soon bring them to an 
end. There was a conference yesterday be- 
tween the big brewers. Among those present 
were representatives of the Chicago Brewing 
and Malting company and the Milwaukee and 
Chicago Breweries (limited), the two English 
corporations, and other of the largest brewers 
of Chicago and Milwaukee, including repre- 
sentatives of the Pabst and Schlitz Brewer- 


ies. 

“We bave grown tired of shooting paper 
bullets into the air,” said one of the big 
brewers yesterday. We have been gl a 
on a skirmish for several months now whic 
has cost a big sum forammunition, but 
hasn’t had any effect on the enemy. A beer 
wur, with beer at $4, means simply that every- 
body engaged in making beer is doing an un- 
profitable business, but the loss is not severe 
enough to be of any service in bringing to 
an end unrestrained competition. We have al 
been afraid of gettmg hurt, and we have 
walked around with chips on our shoulders 
without making the least progress toward ef- 
fecting a sottlement. It is the opinion of the 
big brewers that it would be better to drop 
prices sharply to $2 a barrel and end this 
thing, even if we do get hurt. If we can once 
get this fight settled there will be profits 
enough in the business to buy beefsteak to 
doctor up all the black eyes we'll get settling 
it. 

Unquestionably the temper of the big brew- 
ers is for an immediate settlement or for 
much sharper hostilities. It will be either $6 
beer or $2 beer. On just what sort of a basis 
a treaty of peace can be made, however, is by 
no means — The fact exists that the ca- 
pacities of the breweries 16 now, owing to the 
great number of new ones which have been 
built since the English consolidations, far in 
excess of requirements. new brewer- 
ies must have business in order to live, and 
the only way they have been able to get it is 
to cut prices, 

The men who have carefully studied the 
situation express the belief thatthe only way 
any permanent settlement can be effected is 
for a consolidation of all the small breweries 
now outside the two Englisn- American com- 
panies. That 1s the line which is being worked 
now. There will be an effort made to get all 
the new concerns into a single consolidation. 
The difficulty is met with of the impos- 
sibility of getting investors to look with 
favor upon the securities of the new 
combination of breweries while a war 
is in progress. It is agreed that a truce must 
be patched up before aay negotiations looking 
to any consolidation of outside interests could 
even be commenced. The policy of the big 
brewers now is to force such a truce by drop- 
ping the price of beer to such a point that a 
small outsider cannot ibly continue as a 
competitor, Uniess the schall brewers see the 
logic of the situation and cometo an agree- 
ment immediately it is said the price of beer 
will go down next week to $2 a barrel. 


MAY STILL BE A BOULEVARD, 


Property-Owners Convinced It Is Not Wash- 
ington Street. 

A number of Washington boulevard proper- 
ty-owners were jubilant last night over a dis- 
covery which they think will establish the fact 
that it is a boulevard and not a mere street. 

When Attorney Riddle of the West Park 
Board some time ago gave a legal opinion to 
the effect that there were doubts as to whether 
West Washington street had ever legally been 
a boulevard, it created consternation in the 
West Park Board. The board adopted a reso- 
lution instructing the Judiciary committee to 
investigate, and ii this proved to be the case 
to report an ordinance vacating the street as 
a boulevard. A meeting of propecty-owners 
appointed a committee to investigate. The 
committee, composed of Mason B. mis, 
Chairman, and W. W. Evans, Ephraim Ban- 
ning, James T. Rawleigh, and P. W. Gates, re- 
ported last night. 

The committee yesterday visited the 
City Clerk’s office to ascertain from 
the records whether the ordinance making the 
street a boulevard had been accepted within 
the thirty days required in order to make it 
valid. The ordinance was passed Sept. 25, 
1879, and Attorney Ridale had aforinnd the 
board that it was not accepted until the fol- 
lowing February. e committee found that 
the board had accept the ordinance Oct. 17, 
1879, and filed acopy of the acceptance with 
the City Clerk the next day. This, Mr. Loomis 
said, brought it within the legal time.

GREAT ORATORS IN CONGRESS. 


Ex-Senator. Ferry’s Recollections— Blaine, 
Burrows, Ingalls, Conkling. 

I have heard a great many orators in both 
Houses of Congress, said ex-Senator Ferry 
of Michigan to the writer, as he stood upon the 
floor of the House in front of the Speaker's 
desk shortly betore the gave] was rapped call- 
ing the House to order. I think Julius 
Cesar Burrows of my State,“ he continued. 
is the most pleasing orator of the present 
time. He ik a man of an exceptionally wide 
range of information upon puolic affairs, 
and is well abreas¥of the times in every 
detail of political science. For many 
years past he has made an especial 
study of the practical problems of the 
revenues and expendituresof the government. 
When he arises to address the House upon any 
branch of that . he is recognized at 
once as @ man well equipped, who speaks as 
one having authority. and the House spon- 
taneously concedes to him that attention 
which is denied to the average Representative 
in Congress. Although he is well informed 
upon every detail concerning the income of 
the government, from customs duties and in- 
ternal revenue taxes, he never fails to pre- 
pare himself thoroughly upon every oc- 
casion. Mr. Burrows is not only 
gifted by nature with a magnificent 
voice in which the orotund tones pre- 
vail, but is a finished @locutionist, and in that 
domain of oratory has been forsome time un- 
rivaled in Congress, except by the accom- 
plished and scholastic Ingalls. Another charm 
of his oratury is the fact that it flows on con- 
tinuously without interruption. There is 
method and reason in the fact that his public 
utterances are made without hesitancy. He 
has that happy facuity of memorizing his 
speéches without auy great effort: He can, 
after writing a speech and correcting it, com- 
mit it to memory by reading it over a couple 
of times. 

Have you ever known other men possessed 
of that faculty of ready commitment?!“ 

es, I have known several men whose 
charm of oratory is largely due to that fact. 
l was once informed by Mr. Blaine, when he 
was a member of the House of Representa- 
tives, and the same information was given to 
me several years later by him when he was in 
the Senate, that after writing a speech upon 
any subject and reading it over 4 single time, 
like a proof-reader in search of errors in his 
own manuacript, he could rise in his place and 
deliver the oration without a reference to his 


notes. 

„Carl Schurz was a man whocommitted his 
speeches to memory, but acknowledged 
that it required some effort on his part to do 
so. When a speech was committed, however, 
it was impressed on his mind, page by page. 
I have seen him with his manuscript before 
him deliver a speech of two hours’ duration 
without once looking at the paper Never- 
theless he would turn the pages mechanically 
with his hand, and continue the utterance of 
his sentiments and arguments. 

**While I was Vice-President pro tem. on 
one occasion, I discovered the fact that Sena- 
tor McCreery of, Kentucky had committed his 
speech to memory. He was talking in an im- 
passioned inanner, and I, of course, being in 
the. Chair, was looking directly at him, as 
courtesy required of a presiding officer. I 
noticed that in the midst of a flowery sentence, 
he hesitated fora word. Failing to remember 


he gradunlly sank into his seat as though he 
had concluded his remarks. ‘Suddenly, how- 
ever, the lost word came to him, whereupon 
he straightened up and proveeded to the con- 
clusion of his address, which lasted more than 
a half-hour longer. : 
“Mr. Conkling was a remarkable orator in 
the Senate, as he had been in the House, He 
never delivered a speech upon any subject un- 
til nearly every one interested had given ut- 
terance to his cenyictions upon the subject be- 
fore the Senate. Mr. Conkling would occupy 
his seat constantly and listen to every word 
uttered by his colleagues, until the time came 
for h.m to oceupy the floor.

knew him, but also by the genius of labor. 
His speeches were the product of honest men- 
toil. 
Ae. Frye of Maine is almost always an 
extemporat eous speaker, and it may be truly 
said that he never makes a poor speech; some 
of his utterances are almost akin to genius. 
‘Joe Blackburn does not speak upon all top- 
ics in the Senate, as he used to do in the 
House.

MUST MAKE THE BUILDING SAFE. 


Work Stopped on a Big Apartment House 
by Inspector O'Neill. 

By order of the Inspector of Buildings work 
has been suspended since Tuesday last on a 
big rock-faced brick building at the northwest 
corner of Ellis avenue and Thirty-eighth 
street. It isa six-story apartment building 
and is owned by Dr. Rosencranz, who lives on 
Groveland avenue, near Thirty-first street. 
The doctor himself is the architect. The in- 
spectors, after an examination, did not think 
it would be secure. From the outside it looks 
all right, with the exception of the rear wall, 
which is decidedly unever.. The Inspector

NOT MUCH IMPROVEMENT YET. 


Wage Questions the Only Interest in Iron 
— Bad Time for Strikes. 
CLEVELAND, O., April 30.—The Jroa Trade 
Review says this week: 


It is still easier to tellwhy the iron market 
ought, in the nature of things, to improve in the 
near future than to point out evidences of pree- 
ent betterments. In the market for raw iron, in 
spite of curtailment, the 2 is likely to con- 
tinue large. But there are those who believe it 
will all be wanted. Present and prospective agi- 
tations of wage questions are the only features in 
the local situation. The reports of discontent 
among ore handlers are still in the air. As is 
so often the case the wage earner,in this in- 
stance, could not chouse a worse time to try 
conclusions with his employdr. The ore in- 
terest could nut pick a time more suitable to 
it for tying up shipments. There are likely to be 
found upwards of 1,500,000 tons of ore on Lake 
Erie docks May 1, and, with what bas been landed 
already, Cleveland's supply will be in the neigh- 
borhood of 500,000 tons. Furnace-yard stocks 
must be added, and back of these the stacks of 
pig-iron in farnace and foundry yards are to be 
reckoned in making any calculation of prospect- 
ive demand for more ore. No change is likely to 
come in the present hand to mouth buying policy 
until the Amalgamated iation’s adjustment 
with the mill-owners is made. For shape-iron 
there are reports of a steadily increasing inquiry. 
There is fair buil activity, but structural 
material holds to former prices. The demand of 
the molders of Cleveland for an advance from 
$2.50 to $2.75 as the minimum day's wage will be 
met with a unanimous re .

Now, 
lo and beh: Id, it is discovered that we have 
been breeding our Alarics and Attilas in our 
own celiars. Thus a new situation shapes 
itself in men's minds over’ here. Thus de- 
scribed it is, no doubt, a too gloomy and 
depondent view of the situation; but it does, 

nt least, not exaggerate the possibilities.

an electorate of only 120,000 voters. 
Now, after nearly a year of labor in commit 
tee, Parliament is pretty nearly agreed on the 
main lines of the changes to be submitted to 
the people. When these are ready Belgium 
will elect a new Parliament, which will really 
be a constituent assembly, to pass upon the 
proposed new constitution and to perfect de- 
tails, Then there wili be another election to 
choose a Parliament to put this into opera- 
tion. All this complicated machinery will 
work under an incessant fire from ultra-cler- 
icals on one side and the still more 
powerful and embittered labor organiza- 
tons on the other; and gut of 
this nurly-burly anything on the earth may 
eventuate. 

Perhaps the most infiuential journalist in 
Brussels told me the other day that his own 
notion was that Belgium's days as a separate 
State were numbered the momeut a big con- 
vulsion comes. Its unnatural alliance of in- 
congruous provinces and peoples will split it 
apart, the Flemish portions going eastward to 
Holland under German protection, and the 
western parts reverting to France.

TOO LAZY TO WORK. 


HISTORY OF A ROSSIAN-JEWISH 
COLONY IN ARABIA. 


An Eye Witness Denies That Herr Fried- 
man Was Cruei—tHe Spent $125,000 on 
the Colony—When Asked to Work the 
Emigrants Said It Was Too Hard-—Ger- 
m n Workingmen Vexed at the Kaiser 
~Americ: n Corn Meal for the Germans 
~Victoria’s Disappointment,

Brain, April 30.—A short time since Taz 
Taisune published a summary of the strange 
stories current about Herr, Doctor,“ or 
** King Friedmann and his lamentable ex- 
peditiofi to the Red Sea district with a colony 
of refugee Jews. The stories first appeared in 
German and Austrian papers. They have re- 
mained uncontradicted and are still held to 
be true, so far as all my efforts can discover. 
Yesterday, however, I was fortunate enoughto 
meet one of the few prominent persons who 
accompanied the so-called colonists. The 
story he tells contradicts many of the current 
reports. The charges against Friedmaun,“ 
said this gentleman, were first published in 
Le Bosphore. 1 do not koow who started 


them, but I know Friedmann was approached - 


and informed some such tale would be printed 
unless he submitted to pay blackmail. 

“Friedmann sank $125,000 in the unsuccess- 
ful scheme. He is an honorable man of 
wealth and high standing. He is of Jewish 
origin and greatly troubled over the Russian 
persecution of his race. This led him to re- 
solve to start à Jewish colony in Arabia. 
Baron von S——, a distinguished young Ger- 
man officer who is shortly to join Wissman in 
Africa, was chosen for the command of the 
expedition. The site for the colony was se- 
cured in the Red Sea district. Houses for im- 
migrants were built, and Friedmann, with the 
Baron, went to Cracow. After nine montha 
had been spent in preparation thirty Jews 
were selected by the local committee as fit 
and proper persons for the colony. 

Both Friedmann aud the Baron had stipu- 
lated for Russian Jewish peasants, but this 
committee which worked in the interests of 
Baron Hirsch unloaded a pack of wretched, 
rascally Russian Jews from the rifraff of the 
big towns on Friedmann. The emigrants 
sturted and finally reached Suez, where Fried- 
mann and the Baron had the much-talked-of 
steamer Israel waiting to convey them to the 
supposed land of milk and honey. The steain- 
er was intended for use in the making of reg- 
ular trips between the colony and Suez. it 
was hoped the small party from Cracow 
would prove only the van of a vast army of 
persecuted coreligionists from Russia and 
elsewhere, 

The vessel in two days ana a half reached 
its destination. Then the trouble began. 
Sheds and houses were provided for the immi- 
grants a few hundred yards from the landing- 
place. Stores and provisions were unshipped 
and the immigrants were asked to transport 
them to the sneds. This caused much grum- 
bling. and presently the Jews refused, declar- 
ing that the work was too hard. Jews, you 
know, will not do manual work if they cap 
help it. Of course there was a row, and the 
next day two of the insubordinate Jews de- 
clared that they would leave, and one, who 
spoke Arabic, induced..the other to start for 
the interior with him. Baron von S—— let 
them go, with the request to get out for good, 
and they got out, and one was never heard of 
again. The other returned, but soon left a 
second time, and was ever seen again. 

This is the foundation of the story that one 
man was driven forth into the wilderness to 
starve, and was refused shelter in the colony 
when. he wanted to return. discontent 


spréfd quickly. The Jews were lazy, dirty 


thieves. They would not work, ana expected 
kind treatment, which they got, though they 
did not deserve it. Eighteen asked to be sent 
back to Europe, and this request was com- 
plied with. Ten or twelve remained, and 
Friedmann did all he could to prevent the col- 
lapse of the scheme, He housed the colonists 
well, ate at the same table with the rest, some 
of whom were filthy dirty, and geve them 
good food, but soon saw that he could never 
with such material founda colony of Jews. 
In drei Tagen war die Geschichte fertig.“ 

According to my informant the reported 
drilling of the colonists was contined to a few 
Soudanese soldiers. who were recruited for 
the expedition. None of the Jews were 
whipped, but one of the Soudanese soldiers re- 
ceived twenty-five lashes for disobedience. If 
the statements made to me by this eye wit- 
ness are correct—and his good character puts 
his good faith beyond all suspicion—Herr 
Friedmann is a victim and not atyrant. His 
Jus were ungrateful and rebellious, and the 
stories in the papers were gross libels.

They confined themselves to acrimonious 
speeches ceasuring the government for the 
withdrawal of the Primary Education bill, 
while the Progressis‘s unanimously predicted 
the triumph of the Liberals at the general 
elections. The financial reforins propcsed by 
Herr Miquél, Minister of Finance, will 
shortly be debated in the Landtag. 
They are certain to meet with bitter oppusi- 
tion. The schemes will be attacked as a piece 
of State socialisin. He proposes to make the 
income tax progressive, exesnpting small in- 
comes, and he willaiso introduce a new tax 
muking interest pay more in propor- 
tion than earnings. Minister Miquél 
expects that the increased revenue thus ob- 
tamed ‘will enable him to resign taxes on land 
and industries amounting to $25,000,000 to 
the local authorities. His most unpopular pro- 
posal is : create a tax on beer. This tax the 
Centrists will especially attack. Probably in 
the face of such opposition Minister Mi- 
quél will abandon this proposed tax. 

Caprivi Losing Influence with the Kaiser. 


Chancellor von Caprivi, whose’ departure 
for Carlsbad has been delayed by the serious 
illness of his nephew, Count Finkenstein, has 
not returned direct to Berlin. He will go to 
a Southern health resort. Surprise has been 
expressed at the Chancellor’s leaving to Count 
von Eulenburg the burden of the debate in 
the Landtag. The génerai belief is that the 
Chancellor wishes to emphasize his withiraw- 
al from the Presidency of the Prussian 
Ministry and to leave Count von 
Eulenburg to handle the reins 
of an important debate unaided, 
Int is an open fact that the Chancellor’s posi- 
tion has been weakened by recent events. He 
has less share in the Emperor's councils than 
formerly. Other ministers are acquiring an 
amount of independence in their relations 
with the Emperor which they have not pos- 
sessed hitherto. Bv the retention of Herr 
Kaltenbot rschonau Minister of War there are 


now two ministers, the other one being Dr. 
von Boetticher, who holds views at variance 
with the Chancellor on certain questions, al- 
though the difference is not serious enough to 
lead to fears of a rupture. | E 
Chancellor von Caprivi will return to Berlin 
to meet the King and Queen of Italy when 
they visit here, and in order to hold a confer- 
ence with the Marquis di Rudini. the Italian 
Prime Minister. Contrary to the reports that 
are circulated there is little likelihood of 
C. unt Kaluoky. the Austro-Hungarian Prime 


Minister, being present at this conference, as 


it is practically certain that Count Kaluoky 
and Chancellor von Caprivi will meet later in 
the summer in acevrdance with the practice of 


recent years. 

Fear of Another Cabivet Crisis in Italy, 

Sinister rumors that another rupture in the 
Italian Cabinet is impending arrive bere. Sig. 
Higra, the Italian Ambasgador at Vienna, 1s 
inentioned as the possible successor to the 
Marquis di Rudini. The belief in political 
circles in Berlin is that the crisis will be tided 


over, though the proposal fo float an Italian 


loan here to assist in the ip far expenditures 


of Italy does not meet with favor. The Ger- 
man market is little inelinpd to absorba new 
lonn yet awhile, as was shbwn by a drop of 
half a point in the Prussian and German 
loans, when it was reported that the projected 
new German loan would be issued immedi- 
ately. The announcement in the Reichsan- 
zeiger that the loan would pot be issued until 
the end of the year allayed fears and led to a 
recovery of prices. > 

The emigration of Prussian Poles, chiefly to 
the United States, is rapidly growiug heavier. 
This augmentation is attributed not only to 
agriculiural depression, but to the general 
fear that war with Russia is inevitable sooner 
or later, The emigration from Germany has 
been heavier thus far this year thaa for many 
years past. The figures so far show that the 
emigration has doubled since 1888, 

The authorities at Prankfort-on-the-Main 
have received information that the Belgien 
police have tracked Jaeger, the defaulting 
chief cashier of the Rothschilds, ana have 
learned tnat he is now hiding in Brussels witli. 
his mistress, who was at the bottom of the 
whole affair. The outery against the small- 
ness of the salary attached to such a respon- 
sible position has induced the Rothschilds to 
double the amount they pay to the present 
cashier, who now receives $2,500. Herr Ruths- 
child himself now takes charge of the cash 
keys. 

The reports received of increasing trade has 
started a proposal in shipping circles to run a 
service of German steamers between New 
York and Paramaibo to compete with the ex- 
isting Dutch and English lines, Satisfactory 
profits are anticipated from a good service. 

Cornmeal for Use of Germany. 

Mr. Murphy, the special agent of the 
United States Goverument to introduce the 
use of cornmeal, states that the Gerinan gov- 
ernment is now establishing a corn-meal plant 
in one of its largest mills at Magdeburg. The 


crops are satisfactory and experiments are 


vontemplated. The bread used by the army 
in the future will consist of one-third corn- 
meal and two-thirds rye.

Of Sir Prederic Leighton’s five pictures the 
largest in point of size is his Garden of the 
Hesperides.“ and his finest in pomt of execu- 
tion a small study called Clytie.“ Small as 
thus latter picture is compared with the 
President's other pictures, it is more dramatie. 
The sun is setting behind mountain slopes, the 
heavens are heavy with clouds, there is gloom 
and menace in the air, while low down 
on the terrace of a marble temple 
Clytie, with arms outstretched, invokes, 
seeniingly in vain, the help of Apollo. The 
same artist's Garden of Hesperides” is a 
splendid rendering of the classic myth, mar- 
velously rich in color, brilliant, spirited, full 
of the glow of life, without being sensuous. 
The subject will not take with the general 
public so well as his other big canvass, ** The 
Sea Gave Up Its Dead.” 

Rivier’s Dead Hector is a grimly impres- 
sive study. The stricken warrior lies on a 
sandy beach, while round him prowls a pack 
of ravening wolf-like dogs. Some influence 
seems to restrain them from getting at their 
prey. The blue sea in the background 
heightens the weird effect of the picture, 


Alma Tadema has two portraits, that of 


Waterhouse, R. A., and another, the Archdea- 
con of Durham. The dominant colors in the 
first are red and white, in the latter red and 
black. They have both distinctive quality, 
but the artist has produced better and more 
careful work. Caldern’s work, Farewell, 
represents a naval officer in uniform of tne 
last century partmg with his sweetheart.

THE ENGLISH GENERAL ELECTION, 


Conservatives on the Stamp Make Surpris- 
igg Statements—Irish Bills, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

- Lonpony, April 3U.—Several members of the 
government who have been on the stump this 
week have made statements which, if taken 
literally, would warrant the belief that a gen- 
eral election will not take place until next 
year. But announcements as to the course of 
public business made by Mr. Balfour in the 
House of Commons ah w pretty conclusively 
that Parliament will be dissolved within a 
couple of months, It is known that at the last 
Cabinet Council a general agreement to dis- 
solve this year was arrived at, and the 
actual date will probably be de- 
cided upon at the next meeting 
ot the Ministers. Meanwhile Mr. Balfour is 
pressing forward with as much skill as he pos- 
seasess all necessary business and compar- 
atively non-contentious bills. To judge from 
his methods of procedure, he has decided to 
drop the Irish Education bill as well as the 
Irish Local Government bill, together with 
half a dozen, more or less, important meéas- 
ures mentioned in the Queen’s speech. 

At the opening of the session Mr. Balfour 
will not yet admit that the government has 
abandoned hope of conferrihg local govern- 
ment on Ireland. Indeed, he has given notice 
to move the second reading of the bill the 
middle of May; not, however, in the belief 
that the bill can be passed into law, but with 
the intention of provoking Liberal oostruction 
aud appealing to the country thereupon, At- 
tempts are made almost daily to raise confus- 
ing side issues. 

Randolph Churchill on the Labor Question, 

Lord Kandolph Churchill has issued a man- 
ifesto in which he sets forth his attitude on the 
labor question, a point which has hitherto 
beea undecided. The manifesto is in the 
form of a letter of a candidate for a seat in 
the House of Commons. Lord Randolph 
strongly supports the claims of labor, which, 
he says, is ina position to legislate for itself 
and not to alloWland and commerce to leg- 
islate for it. Henceforth, the manifesto con- 
tinues, labor will de independent of ail polit- 
ical parties. Politicians must recognize this 
fact. 

Acquitted on the American's Charge. 

Robert Simpson and Rowland Jones, pri- 
vates in the Royal Horse Guards, who were 
charged in the Bow Street Police Court—the 
former with stealing three rings, three pins, 
and two £5 notes, of the value of $350, and 
the latter with stealing a case of surgical 
instruments, a pipe, and an opera glass, of the 
value of $50, the property of Philip Albright 
Blair, an American, were brought up on re- 
mand yesterday, and were acquitted,

Lady Florence Dixie was unable owing to al- 
leged ill health to attend the meetmg in St. 
Jame’s Hall ‘Tuesday evening, and in her ab- 
sence the chair was taken by an obscure male 
person. The meeting instead of being as the 
bills announced a “great demonstration 
in favor of women’s suffrage,” developed into 
a riotous display of hopeless differences of 
opinion among female suffragists, themselves 


‘and their masculine friends, and incidentally 


emphasized one of Mr. Gladstoue’s principal 
arguments against conferring parliamentary 
franchise on women. 

The promoters of the meeting 
cept Sir’ Albert Rollit’s bill 
franchise on a minority of\ 
on the principle that half a loaf is better than 
no bread, while advocates of absolute equality 
of the two sexes declared that they would 
have everything or nothing. The latter, nu- 
merically the weaker, proved to be physically 
the stronger section, and its male members 
demonstrated their valor by smashing report- 
ers’ hats and tables and storming the plat- 
form. Several strong-minded females went 
into hysterics and many bonnets were spoiled, 
but no serious injury. resulted, and it is just 
to state that no fair faces were scratched or 
otherwise damaged.

The lockout in the cotton trade continues, 
tne meeting of roasters and men’s delegates 
having failed to effect a settlement. The em- 
ployers rejected the first proposals of the men 
to refer the whole dispute to arbitration, but 
since the men have again approached the mas- 
ters, inviting them to a further conference 
May 5, as the points at issue have been very 
materially filed down, a compromise is well 
within the bounds of probability.

There was a great awount of excitement in 
theatrical circles over the Actors’ Fund Fair, 
which begins Monday under exceedingly 
auspicious circumstances. The actors’ 
fund is unquestionably a charitable work 
of importance, honesty, and value, and 
it has been administered from the outset 
with unvarying skill by its managers. In 
every direction the fund prospered, but it 
has never made a direct appeal to the public 
except on the present occasion._» The object in 
this instance is to raise sufficient funds to 
establish a charitable orphanage for the chil- 
dren of actors. The women of the aramatic 
profession and those of their sex who sympa- 
thize with the vicissitudes and.uncertainties of 
an actor’s life took hold of the fair nearly 
two months ago and they have practically 
beef in a fermentever since. Theirenthusiasm 
has never flagged and they have worked. without 
considering rebuffs,, inconvenience, or re- 
verses of any kind.

Work on the Mount Wilson (Southern Cali- 
fornia) railroad will be begun at once. In 
speaking of the magnitude of the enterprise 
W. H. Knight said in a California paper: 

The present objective point of Prof. Lowe's 
Mount Wilson railway is San Gabriel Peak. the 
culminating. point of the Sierra Madre Mount- 
ains, and ultimately the exteusion of the road 
along a cohnect:ng'ridge to Mount Wilson. Mount 
San Gabriel, which dominates all the surround- 
ing summits, is set down in the United States sur- 
veys as 6,232 feet above sea level, and it is such a 
conspicuous landmark that its measurement has 
been recorded by the geodetic survey of the Treas- 
ee Department, the Wheeler expedition of the

San Gabriel is the third and highe fof three 
summits rising one behind the other immediately 
back er north of Pasadena. The first summit, 


or ridge, is tnat visible from the near fouthills. 


and has an elev 
some 2.000 feet above the spur on which the 
mountainside hotel is to be built. The second 
summit is much higher and is conspieudusly visi- 
ble from Pasadena and the surrounding country. 
Its moderately rounded surface affords a very fa- 
vorable site for a mountain hotel, which would 
have an unparalleled view of valley, mountain, 
and sea, embracing a scope of country 100 miles 
in diameter, in which all large objects would be 
distinctly. visible.

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RICHES DID NOT SEEM TO HARM, 


William Astor Was Richly Honorable 7 


Fonorably Rich- Death of One of the 
Argonauts—Ferdinand Ward as a Sing- 
Sing Swell—A_ Social Event Wherein 
Ethiopia Sets the Pace—New Yorkers 
Having an Experience With the Bridge 
Nuisance—Gates and Gardens, 

New York, April 28.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—William Astor, who died a day or 
two ago, achieved the enviable distinction of 
being the most inconspicuous of the dozen 
richest men in the United States. It is said 
that this achievement was the height of his 
ambition. If this is true—and the story is 


a . told on the authority of one of his very few 
close acquaintances—he is about the only 


rich man on record who got what he most 
He had plenty of energy and 
business ability, but he did not like to 
be talked about. He could afford to live 
without working, so, unlike almost all 
other men who had millions within 
immediate reach, he put his business 


allairs into the hands of a trustworthy agent, 


kept out of Wall street, and devoted himself 
to enjoying the gifts which the gods and 
the family had provided. He was a gen- 


tleman and a scholar in the best sense of 


both terms. He wént through Columbia Col- 
lege, graduated nearly at the head of his class, 
and never ceased to be a student. Although 
he seemed not to be as interested as his 
brother, John Jacob, in the great public 
library which bears the family name, he slow- 
ly and successfully formed one of the finest 
private libraries in this city, and he knew tue 
insides of all the books in this collection. He 
was also an enthusiastic and intelligent gath- 
erer of pictures. He knew thoroughly how to 
enjoy himself, yet never gave any one reason 
to imagine that his tastes were other than re- 
fined aad correct. Probably no American 
was ever fonder of horses and yachts, but he 
bought them for pleasure and not for sport. 
He would about as soon have been suspected 
of keeping a gambling house as of racing any 
of his horses.except in a friendly brush. 

He owned many yachts, each of which 


was the best that money could buy at the 


time, and concerning one of these a very good 
story is told, with a solid old-fashioned fact to 
prove it. Mr Astor was sailing one day in 
North River in a fine schboner-yacht, wher he 
noticed that a market sloop almost as broad 
as it was long was a little way ahead of hiin, 


and remained there. 5 

He called his Captain and asked: Why 
don’t we pass that old tub?“ 

Because.“ the Captain replied, she can 
sail faster than we. “I’ve been trying for 
half an hour to pass her.“ : 

That's strange!“ said Mr. Astor. Take 
down her name and port and buy her for me 
after we get ashore.“ 

Ine sloop was bought and taken to have her 
appearance improved to a prominent ship- 
builder on the sound, who told me this story.

It 
18 known that a man who one day laid down 4 
thousand dollars in greenbacks at an office 
where contributions to a great benevolence 
had been solicited, and who, in reply to the 
question. Whom is this from?“ gruffly an- 
swered, ** Nobody in particular,” was one of 
Mr. Astor’s clerks. e never could ‘be pre- 
vailed upon to be a figurehead at a meeting of 
any kind, preferring to be represented by a 
substantial contribution in money, which 
never was in the form of a check, so his gifts 
generally escaped identification. 
A Model Landlord. 
Although his inherited estate was entailed, 


through the provisions of the will of the 
_ghrewd old fur-trader who was founder of the 


family, he died immensely rich in his own 
tight. Like all the rest of the Astors, his real 
estate consisted not of scattered houses 
throughout the city, but of eritire squares, all 

landlord was he 
that his tenants were begged never to 
make any repairs at their own expense, 
but to report all damages and detects to his 
agent, who would immediately send a man to 
make them goed. Unlike most other land- 
lords, he never raised the rent on a tenant;

Nobody ever can tell in which direction a 
great city is going to develop next. For many 
2 there was a persistent demand in New 
ork that the Harlem River, which then was

TENDENCY OF PURITAN NEW EN- 
LAND TO SLIDE BACK WARDS. 


Church-Going Falling Rapidly Into a Con- 
dition of Almost + Forgetfulness—Its 
Place Being Taken by a Devastating 
Rage for Philanthrophy—A Vexing So- 
cial Problem Involving a Charitable 
Woman and a Poor Working Girl— 
Among the Athletes. 


Boston, April 28.—[ Special, Correspond- 
ence. |—The student of the time who notes 
that it is the fashion to read semi-theological 
novels of the “Robert Elsmere” and John 
Ward, order will not fail to make his reflec- 
tions, wise or otherwise, upon the proposal of 
the pious folk of Salem that there be no more 
fast day. The Egsex Congregational club 
has memorialized the Governor to the end 
that the old-fashioned fast day be no more 
appointed, ‘They ure shocked at the secular, 
nay, at the festive, character which this once 
religious holiday has assumed. It grieves them 
that a day set apart nowinally for “ fasting, 
humiliation, and prayer,” should be devoted 
to feasting, jollification, and general high 
jinks,”’ as it so notoriously is, and they pro- 
pose that the difficulty shall be got over by 
making Easter Monday a legal holiday and 
Good Friday a day of fasting and prayer. 
There would be no difficulty in getting the 
general public to accept Easter Monday—or 
any other day—as a legal holiday, but in the 
end the observance of Good Friday will prob- 
ably remain much as it is at present. 

The striking part of it is that here in the 
midst of Puritan New England, where of old 
stern Gov. Endicott;cut from the flag of En- 
giand the cross as an idolatrous symbol, and 
where the “Scarlet Woman was the abomi- 
nation of abominations, there should be those 
who desire to have the church days officially 
recognized. Whether the devotees of base- 
ball would be willing to have Easter Monday 
instead of the time-honored fast day may be 
a question, but it is not probable that they 
would care what day they had so that they 
had a holiday, unless Easter happened to 
come so early that they could not find delight 
in out-of-door sports. 

Tbe Secularization of New 
would not be a bad title for a study of the 
change which has come over the theological 
condition of the land within the last quarter 
of a century. No one who has not given 
especial thought to the subject can appreciate 
how marked is the contrast between New En- 
gland and other parts of the country in this 
respect. In the corresponding class in New 
York, people of intelligence and education are 
very markedly more strict in the matter of 
vhurch-going than in Boston; and it is true 
throughout New England that church-going 
has fallen into almost forgetfulmess to a de- 
gree surprising when one considers the re- 
ligious history of the country—unless one ac- 
counts for the thing on the theory of the reac- 
tion from Puritanism. 

The difference between the theological situ- 
ation here and in the West is that in New En- 
gland the general tone of thovght has contin- 
ued ethical and devout. It is not careless. 
The phrase devout free thought, which is 
quoted from a Bostonian in Barrett Wendell's 
recent Life of Cotton Mather.“ expresses ex- 
actly the 1 which pervades society 
throughout New England. We have ceased to 
be theologically religious, but the ethical 
stress is in our blood. 


A Devast ting Philanthropy. 
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eleemosynary schemes which are carried out in 
Boston. Ihave seen personally a good deal 
of the working of these well-meant efforts, and 
am in a position indirectly to knowag 
deal mere; and the success with which the 
pauperizing of the poorer classes is carried out 
in Boston is probably excelled in no other 
city in the world. There could be nothing 
nobler than the spirit in which most of these 
enterprises are conceived, or more mistaken 
than the way in which many of them are car- 
ried out. 

I am aware of the inadvisability of saying 
anything so unpopular as this, and equally 
aware how injudicious it is to find fault with 
anything that is done in the all-embracing 
name of charity; but the evil is too serious to 
be passed over im silence, and it is time that 
there was more reason talked and less senti- 
ment. That the poor regard the charities of 
Boston as so many pockets which they are to 
pick if so be they are clever enough is a fact to 
which nobody can ba blind who has gone 
about with hiseyes open among them. Of 
course there are exceptions among that semi- 
fabulous class known from the supposed pos- 
session of superhuman attributes as the 
“worthy poor,” but broadly speaking the 
poor regard the thing as a sort of gambling 
game in whith they stake their cleverness 
against the substantial assets of the charitable 
societies. It may be added that it is almost 
invariably the poor who win. 

That there are cages which need assistance 
nobody denies. That there are wise persons 
at work in the philanthropic field is, happily, 
equally true; but it is significant that the 
more sensible and experienced the worker is 
the more surely he is apt to be at variance 
with the authorities in the societies. A physi- 
clan remarked recently that he has in his em- 
ploy among ®harity patients an excellent nurse 
who has been at ‘work for half a dozen years, 
and frankly owned that it was only within a 
couple of years that she had been fit for the 
post, so long did it take her to become accus- 
tomed to the standpoints of the class among 
whom she works. 

This is too large a subject to go into here, 
however, and it should not perhaps have been 
even touched upon. As it has been, it may not 
be amiss to tell of the conversation between 
an excellent woman and a gentleman of much 
acuteness of judgment and a wide experience 
in philanthropic work. The lady, who is anx 
ious to do what she can toelevate the working 
girls, told him that ona certain evening her 
Shop Girls’ club was to be at her house. 

What do they do there?“ he inquired. 

O, we try to give them a pleasant evening 
as we should give our friends, was the reply. 
»My daughters read to them and sing tu 
them, and now and then we have in a profes- 
sional musician and there is a little supper. 
We want them to see that we do not consider 
ourselves any better than they are.“ 

“Ido,” he responded, but never mind 
that. Do you ask your servants to come into 
the parlor and join in the fun?” 

„Why, of course not. 

But why not? Do you think that the shop- 
girls are different? 

No,“ the lady said, evidently becoming 
somewhat confused, but. of course, my ser- 
vants have to attend the door anri see to the 
supper and so on.”’ 

My dear madame,” the gentleman said, 
“it seems to me that I have more than once 
heard you lament that the girls who could 
live decently and respectably as domestic 
servants would imsist upon exposing them- 
selves to the unwholesome, toilsome, and 
often morally dangerous life of shop-girls. 
Yet here you put a direct premium upon this 
very thing. You emphasize to your servant 
the fact that socially the shop-girl is her su- 
perior; and this despite the fact that it is for 
your own interest and at the same time for 
the interests of the girls themselves that this 
feeling should be killed out. It does seem to 
me a little illogical.” 

The lady attempted something in the way 
of defense, but without any marked success. 
The facts were against her and there was no 
gainsaymg them. I should like to see a m- 
petent novelist take the career of a high- 
minded, intelligent, sensitive woman who 
gives her life to philanthropy, and show how 
inevitably philanthropy bas a debauching in- 
fluence. It would be a melancholy; but most 
instructive study!

The subject was discussed at a dinner party 
the next evening where. the young lady 
patroness was present, and a shocking old 
cynic—who has since taken up his abode in 

urope—had the brutality to say that he was 
glad that the poor girl did it, and that if any- 
body was to be prosecuted it. should be the 
visitor. Of course this view of the case was 
bitterly resented, the more since the visitor is 
a very pretty young woman indeed, and her 
gowns are made in Paris, and her father’s 
wealth' is said not to be statable in less than 
seven figures. :

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DRAINAGE TRUSTEES WANT MORE 
MONEY. 
Some of the individuals who are running 


the Drainage Board on the high-pressure, 


deep-water basis are getting, a a little alarmed 
on the money question. They have promised 
that the work they have in charge shall be 
done in five years—that before the snow fails 
in 1897.the waters of Lake Michigan will be 
flowing continuously down the drainage chan- 
nel into the Desplaines and the Illinois, carry- 
ing with thein the sewage of the city. But ac- 
cording to their own figures they cannot raise 
during the period in question, by the sale of 
bonds and by taxes, more than about twenty 
million dollars. That sum will not do the 
work to Bridgeport, for it is admitted now 
that the Chief Engineer’s esti nates of the cost 
of the double-capacity rock channel were ab- 
surdly low. Adherence to his plans means that 
not a cent will be left with which to im- 
prove the South Branch so as to give it 
a capacity of even 250,000 cubic feet a minute. 
The law says explicitly that the main channel 
must be fed with 300,000 cubic feet of lake 
water per minute before it can be used as a 
sewage-carrier, Therefore, the intelligent 
Drainage Trustees are beginning to think how 
they will feel if they cut a big channel and 
then cannot use it for lack of water. 

So they are discussing the question how to get 
more money—as if the millions at their disposal 
were not enough. Some of them are suggest- 
ing that part of the money for the main chan- 
nel can be raised by special assessments. The 
lawyers reply that cannot be done—that the 
subject was gone into thoroughly long ago, 
and it was shown that while incidental im- 
provements, which drain and thareby raise the 
value of special parcels of land with definite 
boundaries, may be paid for in whole or 
in part by special assessment, the main 
channel will have to be constructed by gen- 
eral taxation or the sale of bonds. 

As nothing can be looked for from this 
quarter the suggestion has been made as a 
feeler that the rate of taxation in the Sanitary 
District be increased from the half mili it is 
now, which permits a million and a quarter 
dollars to be raised annually. No doubt 
the Tr would like to be authorized to 
levy a yearly tax of 2 mills, giving five 
millions a year. Before long this timid in- 
timation that the rate be raised will he made 
more boldly, and the next Legislature will no 
doubt be asked by the Trustees to give them 


more money. 


The answer will be in the negative. The 
taxpayers of the district will protest unani- 
mously against any addition to their financial 
burdens, when there is not a shadow of neces- 
sity for it. The Trustees will have money to 
spare, if they will turn from their idiotic 
projects, and not squander their cash on a 
double-size’ cut caltulated for a depth of 
eighteen feet of water, through twelve miles 
of solid rock. Their excuse for this matchless 
extravagance has been that if the Drainage 
District provided eighteen feet of water to 
Joliet the General Government would take up 
the work at that point and furnish an equal 
depth further on, so that vessels drawing 
eighteen feet could go from Chicago to New 
Orleans. 

There are on the Migsissippi and its tribu- 
tariea two steamers drawing over nine feet, For 
about eight months of the year they cannot 
go above Memphis. There are seventeen 
boats drawing more than seven and less than 
nine feet which can reach St. Louis during 
high water. And, finally, there are 695 boats 
on the Mississippi and its tributaries drawing 
seven feet or less. This being the case, why

UNIVERSITY SETTLEMENTS. 

One of the most beneficent phases of prac- 
tical philanthropy exhibited in this practical 
age is the formation of University Settlements 
among the poorer classes of the great cities. 
The example was set in the Old World, and is 
now being followed in the New. The work 
consists in the occupancy of a house in city 
“slums” by college-bred men or women, who 
are banded together for the purpbdse of doing 
all in their power for the moral, mental, and 
social good of the poor around them. The 
workers thus meet the poor -on their own 
ground, and in the most efficient way. They 
are not mere visitors but neighbors, and ob- 
tain the confidence as well as ‘the respect of 


the poor by means of the sympathy estab- 


lished by close association. 

In the current number of the North Ameri- 
can Review M. A. de Wolfe Howe Jr. tells the 
story of Toynbee Hall; one of these settle- 
ments, which was opened seven years ago by 
afew Cambridge University men in the un- 
savory Whitechapel district of London. The 
building resembles a small English college. 
Many of its residents have to win their own 
‘bread through thé day and at night give them- 
selves to any service they ean perform for 
their unfortunate neighbors. Night classes in 
various studies and entertainments of many 
sorts fill their evenings with usefulness. Those 
who can give their whole time to the work 
enter more fully into the political and social 
life of the region, and they find that new laws 
are not so much needed as the creation 
of a just sentiment in regard to those 
already existing. The influence of com- 
petent leaders plays its part in all comimu- 
nities except the most deeply degraded. In 
such places aa Whitechapel there has often 
been nobody to see that publie affairs are 
properly conducted. The Toynbee men sup- 
ply this need. One of them is Chairman of a 
branch of the Dockers’ Union, and another 
works with the Charity Organization Society. 
The rest labor in scores of other activities, 
and the leading public and literary people of 
England are heard not infrequently in Toyn- 
bee Hall. 

The political, social, and educational life of 
the region are all distinctly better for the set- 
tlement. The people show that they can be 
induced to join in the work for their own up- 
liftmg. Toynbee Hall has become the social 
center of the neighborhood. Its work is 
truly religious, but it has no avowed religious 
ai:as, and men of all shades of belief join in its 
nder-

Similar work was 50 in New York 
by the Neighborhood Guild nearly five years 
ago, which has been measurably successful, 
and its extension into a University Settleinent 
is apparently near’ at hand. The Women’s 


‘College Settlement of New York has been for 


a few years past doing good work in its Riv- 
ingston Street House, seven Or.more gradu- 
ates of Smith, Wellesley, Vassar, and Bryn 
Mawr living at their own expense within its 
walls, and helped by frequent visitors have 
carried on their quiet work for the neighbor- 
ing women and children, many of whom are 
Russian Jews. They havea library of 1,500 
volumes, which last year had a circulation of 
10,000, baths in the basement, and a free ice- 
water fountain in front of the set- 
tlement. A similar settlement of women 
is about to de formed in Philadelphia, 
the Andover House in Boston has just begun 
its labors, and in Chicago the Hull House is 
working on similar lines, though more dis- 
tinctly due to one woman of wealth, and less 
a college settlement. The time for tooking 
upon, these institutions as experiments has 
passed. They have proved the plan to be a 
good one. The poor are inevitably better for 
close association with whole-souled men and 
women working for them in methods that do 
not permit a suspicion of sham. No one de- 
vice of man is going to solve the social prob- 
lem, but University Settlements bid fair to do 
alarger share of the good work than some 
more noisy projects.

The Keeley.cure for drunkenness has now 
been tried and found successful by more-than 
15,000 people. Perhaps it is hardly to be 
wondered at that its marvelous record has 
induced a host of imitators to advertise in 
various ways that they, too, have specific 
methods and medicaments for curing the 
drink habit. If these were genuine aids to 
reform it would not become the philanthropist 
to decry them, since no man can be entitled 
to claim a patent as sole benefactor of the 
human rage. Unfortunately this valuable 
quality of genuineness may not b conceded 
to all of them, ifto any; and especially not 
for those Sf the locust-like number who, while 
imitating Dr. Keeley to the best of their poor 
ability, talk and write as if they wished the 
world to believe their methods are far superior 
to his. 

A sample of the questionable practices. in- 
dulged in by some of the fakers who seek to 
make money out of the misery and vices of 
their fellows is furnished in the following. 
which has been issued and circulated amung 
the hack drivers of this city: 


By looking at the address on the opposite side 
of this card you will see that we have established 
a Sanitarium for the cure of the 
alcohol and opium habits, and desire to inter- 
est you in our behalf. Whenever 
you know of or meet any one 
going to Dwight. or to any other cure of this 
kind, if you will offer them a free passage to our 
place, and the patient comes and takes our treat- 
ment, we will pay you Sin cash. If he does not 
take the treatment, but was apparently in éar- 
nest and intended to take the cure of some insti- 
tute, and we have catise to believe he is not a 
dead beat. brought simply to secure hack fare, 
we will pay you $1. 


The particular individuals who have re- 
sorted to this unequivocal bid for patronage 
are associated with an ex-preacher, who be- 
cause of his former vocation has succeeded in 
getting the misplaced indorsement of one or 
two ministers of the gospel, which is flaunted 
prominently before the public eye as a guar- 
antee that he is all he claims tobe. It is 


understood that he never studied medicine, 


but was once a clerk and sort of business 
partner with Ur. Keeley, though knowing 
nothing of the formula used at Dwight. Now 
he has branched out as an M. D. and pub- 
lishes letters addressed to him as Dr.“ An- 
other of these fellows is more honest in his 
proud advertisement that he has an assistant 
who once worked in Dr. Keeley’s Institute 
at Dwight,“ and offers the wonderful guaran- 
tee that it his $10 box of pellets fails to work a 
cure the patient can try another box at the 
same price.“ It is fair to infer that if the 
second lot does not reclaim him he is incur- 
able. 

The mystery of iniquity’’ does not con- 
tent itself with working in this vein. It in- 
vents the most absurd stories in regard to the 
alleged ill effects of taking the Keeley treat- 
ment, and, strangely enough, not one of these 
hints at the possibility that the imitators can 
do anything wrong. If not got up directly 
in their interest it is very suspicious that the 
Keeley remedy alone is claimed to be danger- 
ous, and it is hard to believe that such utterly 
false statements could be made without mo- 
tive power from an imitator. One of the 
most outrageous of these lies was published 
in a Chicago paper of Feb. 27 last. It pur- 
ported to be an interview with the Superin- 
tendent of the Lllinois Eastern Hospital for 
the Insane (at Kankakee). It stated that 
eleven graduates of the Keeley institutes had 
been adjudged insane and were at that mo- 
ment raving maniacs in the asylum there,

Three 
of these were getting well and were to be dis- 
charged as cured. He added: 

I believe there has been a great amount of good

hol to go to Dwight. In fact, I have sent them 
there myself. I have been consulted in reference 
to it, and I believe that, all things considered, it 
was best that they should go there. .

Dr. Keeiey has been requested to make a 
statement in regard to this, and says he uses 
noenarcotics. Patients are brought to him 
under the full influence of opium, alcohol, co- 
caiue, or chloral, “It is only after they are 
brought from under the influence of liquor 
and drugs that we can tell something 
of their condition, and whether I dis- 
miss them at once or retain them, as 
I frequently do for some days of observation, 
they are reported as having been patients of 
mite, and unfair critics lay it to my treatment 
that these insane are not normal in every par- 
ticular.

THE WAGES PAID MEN Ann WOMEN. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics of 
Labor of Massachusetts has attempted to 
answer the question so often asked. Wh 
women are not paid the same wages as men 
for doing the same work.“ His reply is that 
save in certain exceptional and transitory 
cases they do not do the same work as men. 
He admits that the average rate of pay of the 
former is lower than that of the latter, but he 


explains that the occupations most open to 


women are, asa general thing, those requir- 
ing no great amount of preliminary training. 
Therefore, great numbers of women seek 
them, and compete not merely with the 
men doing that work, but with one another. 

Then he gives that which is after all the 
main reason of the lower wages of women. It 
is that as a general rule they have but them- 
selves to support, while a man has a family or 
expects to have one. The woman worker 
when single is frequently the mainstay of a 
family, which is sometimes a large one, but 
ordinarily she has but herself to care for. The 
unmarried man is not in the same position. 
He looks forward. to a time when he will 
marry and have others to provide for, and if 
he is wise he begins laying aside for that time, 
The woman looks forward to marriage—very 
often mistakenly—as a time when she will not 
have to work. 

The least a person will work for is the least 
on which he can live. 
having no one but herself, can live on less 
than the man with his family, she asks less 
and is glad to work for that smallersum. So 


. when the European immigrant gets here, hav- 


ing been used to poor quarters and scanty 
food, and having been drilled to do without 
cheap luxuries, he underbids with ease the 
American workingman, who has been used to 
a more comfortable existence. The immi- 
grant gets lower wages than the man he re- 
placed and yet saves money and becomes rich. 

That which harms the workingwoman is not 
then the competition of men, whom she can 
generally underbid without any suffering on 
her own part, but the competition of others of 
her own sex. The woman with children to 
care for has to meet the deadly competition 
of the unmarried girl, which is all th» sharper 
when the latter has a home to live in and 
works for pocket-money rather than for her 
support. 

The head of the Labor Bureau atates with | 
truth that this discrepancy between the wages 
of men and women becomes less in the higher 
walks of industry into which the latter are 
making their way. In some cases there is no 
difference. High class work when done by a 
man brings as much as when done by a wom- 
an. While the fact that the woman generally 
will have a smaller number dependgnt on her 
than the man will always exert its powerful 
influence, it is suggested that women, as a 
whole, could get better wages by diversifying 
their industry, by more efficient training, and 
by better organization. The wages of men 
have been forced up by organized action. 
There is no reason why the same could not be 
done in the case of women. The greater the 
nujnber of ocecupationd for which women fit 
themselves the more will the pressure on those 
already overcrowded be relieved. Thirty 
yeats ago a woman who had to earn her own 
living went intoa mill or became a seam- 
stress. There was great cojnpetition in both 
fields of labor and the wages were very low. 
Since then hundreds of avenues of employ- 
ment have been opened, and women with 
some natural skill or who will go through 
some preliminary training find no difficulty 
in earning a comfortable subsistence. Ihe 


more skilled their labor becomes the better, 


the pay they will get.

THE FROST CURE. 

The April number of the North American 
Review contains a communication from Dr. 
Felix L. Oswald, setting forth the merits of 
the frost cure or many forins of disease, and 
especially those of mierobie origin. The 
greater portion of the letter is given in another 
column of this issue. The writer thinks it 
probabiec that medical statistics, if read aright, 
might even now make it doubtful whether 
smallpox, cholera, and yellow-fever combined 
have proved half so destructive to human life 
as the cold fallacy,“ which is the habit of 
ascribing all sorts of ailments to the influence 
of a low temperature. Cold air has become 
the general scapegoat of sinners against the 
laws of nature, but even the old-school physi- 
clans are now beginning to suspect that the 
danger of cold air currents has been greatly 
overrated. 

What if, this demon of popular delusion 
should turn out to be not only a harmless 
sprite, but a minister of mercy—the most 
harmless as well as the most powerful dis- 
infectant? Yet the facts point to this con- 
clusion. Mountaineers and the natives of 
high latitudes are almost indigestion-proof, 
ice has become a substitute for less harmless 
antiseptics in many hospitals, and it is now 
proved that yellow-fever patients can be cured 
in ice-lined bedrooms. Inthe humid bottom 
lands of the Mississippi Valley the first good 
night’s frost puts a stop to climatic fevers, 
without the aid of sea salt or chloride of lime. 
The mountain cure” is now recognized by 
many American physicians as the last ex- 
pedient in cases of far-gone consump- 
tion. They allow the patient blankets, 
ad libitum, but no stove fires at 
night even when the temperature 1s 15° be- 
low zero. There would seem to be an iastinct- 
ive recognition of the philosophy of this sys- 
tem in what has beeu called the 
mystery.“ The more enterprising’ elements 
of the population tend to move northward, 
During the last 2,000 years the centers of 


‘civilization have moved at least 800 miles 


nearer the poles. A similar current is setting 
toward the frozen table-lands of our own 
northern border, and it cannot be explained 
by the overpopulation of the summer lati- 
tudes, for there is more elbow room in the ter- 
race lands of the southern Alleghanies than on 
many bleak prairies of the far Northwest. 
The healthful consequences of living in cold 
climates are ascribed by some to the purity of 
the mountain air, and by others to the greater 
abundance of ozone in those regions. But it 
is strongly probable they are simply due to 
the protracted influence of cold air. It is that 
which kills off the tubercle microbes in the. 
lungs of the consumptive patient, and pre- 
vents them from doing their deadly work in 
the system of the ordinary resident. On the 
other hand it is a sad fact that thousands of 
consumptives seek the soft, damp, warm 
climate of Florida only to be thereby hurried 


faster towards the grave. The same would be 


true of Southern California, were its climate 
a damp one, and it is well known that the 
yreatest mortality occurs there during the 
rainy season,

ENGLISH: WORKERS AND THE FAIR. 

The recent visit of Messrs. Robert Mitchell 
aud Douglass Hogg of London to this city 
will be followed by some highly interesting 
results. The first-named is the President of 
the Regent Street (London) Polytechnic, and 
the other is theson of its founder. They 


came here to make railroad and other ar- 


rangements for excursions to visit the World’s 
Fair under the patronage of the Polytechnic, 
and did all they hoped to accomplish in the 
way of preparation for the travelmyg. They 
have made contracts with the Inman und 
Hamburg-American ocean lines of steamers, 
and also with the North German Lioyd, and 
for land transit with the Pennsylvania and 
New York Central. They expeet that at 


least 3,000 excursiomsts will come here 


under their auspices, dispatched in par- 
ties of about 300 each week. The ex- 
eursionists will include in their numbers 
many of the best artisans of the United King- 
dom, and more than 500 young women, most 
of whom are specially interested in some 
branch of industry. The Polytechnic excur- 
sionists will be cared for here on the grounds 
of the Chicago University, close to the Exhibi- 
tion Buildmgs. A huge model encampment 
will be erected there, which the promoters 
think may prove to be not the least interest- 
ing feature of the Fair. The enterprise of 
these gentlemen is stirring up other organiza- 
tions in the British isles, and efforts are being 
made to arrange similar facilities for the ben- 
efit of many thousand persons, principally the 
most intelligent of the working classes, who 
may hope to materially increase their stock 
of available knowledge by examining the dis- 
play. 

These statements are gratifying. They in- 
dicate that the English people are taking a 
deep interest in the Fair, that it is regarded 
as far more than a mere curiosity for sight- 
seers, and is expected to be an exhibit by 
which the visitors may profit at the same time 
they are entertained. The English will con- 
tribute an immense part of the display pro- 
vided the railroads and steamships give them 
favorable freights and fares, and many of the 
people will come any way. To these, and to 
the untold thousands of others who will listen 
to their recitals of experience and observa- 
tion after the return home, the City of Chioa- 
go will be the most interestimg spot on the 
vast American continent. Its collection of 
wonders will be talked about and thought of 
for many years, its charming situation re- 
membered, and its commercial importance 
not forgotten, especially as in the latter re- 
gard Chicago has done so much in the past to 
help feed a hungry world. 

There is another respect in which this pro- 
letarian excursion is of great interest to our 
people. Mr. Mitchell is quoted as saying that 
there is in Chicago a gentleman of wealth and 
social repute who was so much impressed by 
the recital of the committee that he is resolved 
upon erecting and founding at his own cost 
Chicago Polytechnic, which it is hoped wi 
be as successful as the one in London. He 
seid: “I am not at liberty to mention his 
name, or I would gladly do so, but you may 
take it from me that in due time Chicago will 
possess a Polytechnic based upon the London 
model and provided for by the munificence of 
a private benefactor.” 

So it appears that in this, as well as in sevy- 
eral other respects, Chicago will be a perma- 
nent gainer by the big Fair. Its benefigs will 
be far from ended when the doors of the Fair 
are closed to the public. The city will have 
institutions the express object of which 1s to 
extend the knowledge and elevate the taste of 
the average citizen and to furnish facilities by 
which the humblest may gain the ability to 
rise in the social scale through a widening out 
of his knowledge and usefulness. The work- 
ers of other lands will also benefit by the Fair, 
and especially those of Great Britain who em- 
brace the opportunities afforded them for 
coming here next year at the minimum of 
cost and with the maximum of comfort and 
convenience afforded by such associations as 
the Regent Street Polytechnic.

Ir is proposed that architects be licensed by 
the city authorities. There seems to be an 
impression in some quarters that this will 
prevent the erection of buildings like the one 
which fell down on Pearce street. It ig diffi- 
cult to see what would be gained by it. John 
Root would have been a great and a safe 
architect without a license from the @ity of 
Chicago. The man who planned and put up 
the Pearce street building would not be any 
more trustworthy because he had a license, 
which he would be sure to get. Doctors are 
required to be registered, but all the State 
Board of Health does is to satisfy itself that a 
man has a diploma from some reputable 
medical institution. Some individuals with 
such diplomas are very poor doctors, but it is 
safe to say that a mau with no diploma is a 
quack. The case is different with architects. 
There is no such easy way of determining who 
shall be allowed to practice. The best of 
them never had diblomas from architectural 
colleges, nor would any examination into the 
fitness of candidates by any board the city 
might organize be worth anything. There 
is much humbug about this licensing busi- 

ess, and there seems to be no necessity for 
carrying it any farther, unless it is to be used 
as a means of — revenue.

More than Twenty Years Spent in Absolute 
Seclusion and Darkness. 

The Countess de Castiglione, who will re- 
main on record in history as the most per- 
fectly beautiful woman of the present cent- 
ury, has once more attracted public attention 
toward herself and again become the topic of 
conversation on the banks of the Seine, writes 


the Marquise Fontenoy. 

Most people have hitherto been under the 
impression that she was long since dead. Nor 
were they altogether mistaken; for the life 
which she has been leading for the last twen- 
ty-one years has been that of one who is en- 
tirely dead to the world. 

Shortly after the conclusion of the com-

Prof, Knott Thinks Her Charms Have Been 
Hxtravagantly Described. 

Sir Edwin Arnold and some other recent 
writers on Japan have spoken in the most 
glowing terms of the women of that country. 
Prof. Knott, who has spent eight years in Jap- 
an, thinks these writers have described the 
charms of the Japanese waitress in a most 
extravagant vein. In his opinion much of the 
so-called charms depends upon the novelty of 
the situation. 

In a paper he read recently before the Scot- 
tish Geographical Society, he says that the 
foreign tourist alights at an inn and several 
healthy-faced damsels collect on the veranda 
near by, and, with low obeisance, cry out with 
strained accents, which Sir Edwin Arnold 
thinks musical, though Prof. Knott dissents 
from this view. O irrashai, O irrashai,“ 
which simply means Please enter,“ al- 
though certain writers translate it The 
honorable entrance is solieited.“ A little 
later the weary traveler, stretched on the mats 
of his own room. thinks he would like his 
bath made ready, so he Claps his hands, and 
up from the dingy corners of the huge kitchen 
there ascends a chorus of voices of reedy 
quality yelling, Hee! This exclamation, 
Prof. Knott says, serves much the same pur- 
pose as our familiar Les'r, ‘‘ Yes’m.” As 
the guest leaves the inn his ears are almost 

deafened by high falsetto voices intoning 
words which mean, Please come again, 
lease come again. Some writers, Prof. 
nott says, impart an Oriental flavor to this 
invitation by translating the phrase, The 
honorable return is implored.“ 

Prof. Knott says these happy-faced wait- 
resses laugh and giggle when they are ex- 

cted to, even at the most miserable jokes. 

ut any one who has been long in the country 
sees that they bear toward the blundering for- 
eign traveler a very different attitude from 
that which they assume toward a Japanese 
guest. The foreigner is ignorant of the eti- 
quette of inn life, and is apt to take liberties 
to which the water girl responds by simply 
making fun of him. The experienced traveler 
in Japan finds the manners and the service of 
the inns fairly satisfactory but far from ro- 
mantic. He knows the ways of the country, 
and the fair waitresses get no extra amuse- 
ment from him and treat him just as they 
would one of their own countrymen, with 
quiet respect and placid mien. 

When not perturbed by what seems to her 
simply foreign vulgarity the waiting maid of 
Japan, Prof. Knott says, performs her duty 
quietly, faithfully, and unobtrusively. Near 
the open ports, however, where the country is 
overrun with the globe trotter, Prof. Knott 
says there isa marked deterioration in the 
manners of the lower class Japanese, and the 
traveler is himself to blame for it.

Knglish Society Ways.

In the evolution of the Trillium all the leaves 
have disappeared from the plant save those 
immediately below the single flower, and 
these have adopted the whorled and same 
numerical plan possessed by the flower. The 
flower of the particular species of which men- 
tion was made, Trillium recurvatum, is not, 
moreover, stalked above the leaves, and hence 
the latter practically form a part of it. It is 
a striking example of the metamorphosis of 
foliar into floral organs. Vice versa, it is not 
unugual to find specimens with the floral 
parts more or less changed back into leaves. 
The mottlng of the leaves and stem 
with whitis and dull red-purple 
gives to the lant a soft rich 
appearance. But perhaps the most inexplica- 
ble peculiarity is the veining of the leaf. This, 
contrary to the rule in the lily family and its 
allies, is distinctly netted, like the veining in 
the leaves of the higher class of plants, the 
dicotyledons. Some decided trace of the rib- 
bing of the typical monocotyledonous leaf is 
still present, but it is difficult to explain how 
the transition to the netted veming has been 
brought about. Undoubtedly it indicates 
that the Trilliums have passed through great 
specialization in foliar structure. 

With Trillium recurvatum, coming into 
bioom a few days later, blooms the Nodding 
Wake-Robin, T. erectum (not markedly dis- 
tinct from, and often merging into, the 
closely allied species, T. cernuum). This is a 
larger plant, with light green leaves anda 
single quite large flower; which is borne on 
a slender stalk rising from the middle of the 
leaves and bent downward under them. The 
petals are the purest white, sometimes tinged 
with pink. Here again, in all the Trilliums, we 
have a characteristic rare among monocoty- 
ledons—the separation of the floral envelope 
into a green foliaceous calyx and a colored 
petaluid corolla. 

Toward the middle of May comes the cul- 
minating glory of the genus, the Great White 
Trillium, Trillium grandifiorum. Those 
who are familiar with it know full well 
that it truly deserves the appella- 
tion “grandiflorum.’’ The Trillums are 
a social race of plants, and when they take 
possession of a rich, shady woodland they 
spread their colonies in solid masses over 
whole square rods of ground. Such a planta- 
tion of Trillium recurvatum is by no nieans 
wanting in beauty, but a like display of 
Trillium itlorum is rarely excelled in ex- 
quisite delicacy of form and tint. The plant 
is firm and erect and the foliage and stem are 
a clear shade of light green. The flower is

It is almost the earliest 
of our spring-flowering plants and most 
fascinating to the not too fastidious student, 
even though it be rather without charms for 
the lover of the artistic. It thrives in the soft, 
wet mud of shady thickets on the borders of 
marshes and swamps. The great mass of 
tangled, fibrous roots and the thick rootstock 
cling firmly in the yielding soil, and from 
these rises a great cluster of large, broad 
very veiny leaves (Fig. IV.), thickish and 
succulent, and light green in shade. Before 
the middle of April the short, thick, angular 
scapes are pushed up from the rootstock. 
Each passes into a thick and succulent, erect 
spathe, ovate in general form, and tapering 
to a hooded (Fig. IV.) point. It is open in 
front and discloses to view a short globular 
spadix, entirely covered b a mass 
of -rudimentary but complete flow- 
ers (Fig: IV., A and B) of four-merous plan. 
The spathe shortly decays, and then the 
spadix also, and in this decaying lump of 
tiseue the seeds ripen. The spathe usually 
scarcely protrudes above the surface of the 
mud, and thus it becomes a vexing problem 
to.ascertain what insects may visit the flow- 
ers. This problem is partly solved, however, 
by considering that the scent of the plant, and 
especially of the inflorescence, might readily 
attract many beetles and bugs. The scent, 
indeed, amply justifies the name.

Each catkin has an indefinite 
number of flowers, and each tree bears count- 
less catkins. Each anther is loaded with pol- 
len, billions of grains are produced by a sin- 
gle plant, and likewise a single pistillate tree 
exposes thousands of pistils to receive the pol- 
len. The pollen is simple in structure and 
lighter than the finest dust. It needs only the 
slightest breeze to waft it. and it is past all 
imagination to conceive of the immense 
amount of it fillmg the air around a little 


clump of willows. The wool of the catkins is 
well-nigh as wonderful a provision of nature 
to enable the flowers to develop in the cold 
weather of spring, before the leaves have 
come to interfere with the scattering of the 
pollen. 

One more of the April blossoms demands a 
passing glance. It is the Bloodroot—Sanguin- 
aria canadensis (Fig. VI.) —rarely found 
abundant in this vicinity, but

The reader of the generation that has come 
on since the days that were noted 1s reminded 
that there were two series of political debates 
between Lincoln and Douglas, the one in

In the first Douglas was the champion of 
Democracy, Lincoln the hope of the Whigs. 
Fellowing the election after the debate 
came the legislative contest for the 
Senatorship, in which Lincoln, seeing that 
he could not win, threw the strength of his 
friends to Lyman Trumbull, who was elected. 
This debate unquestionably paved the way 
for the great mental meet which took place 
four years later. Douglas’ attitude on the

LEFT THEIR LANGUAGE AS A LEGACY. 


The Conquerors Have Gone, but Their 
Toncue Is the Unly Language Spoken. 
There is an instance in Africa of a people 
who subjugated a large region and after years 
of supremacy were themselves expelled from 
the country, but left their language the uni- 
versal medium of speech as a reminiscence 
of their occupancy. These people are the 


Makololo tribe, who, forty-eight years ago, 


under their warlike chief, Sebotoane, left their 
homes among the mountains of Basutoland, 
crossed the wide desert of Kalahari, an enter- 
prise involving incredible hardships, and 
finally settled along the Upper Zambesi and 
its tributaries. Their emigration proved the 
capacity of the savage African to leave his 
native land and make a new home for himself 


in a far-distant region. 


Livingstone has described this fierce chief, 
Sebotoane, who: conquered all the tribes 
around him, wade himself master of the large 
empire of the Barutse, and so came to rulea 
region as large as someof the Europeaa 
States. It was in 1849 that Livingstone saw 
him. The Empire of the Makololos lasted 
until 1864, when on account of the cruelty of 
Sekeleteu, the son of the. old King, who had 
died five years before, a general revolt oc- 
curred, and the Makololos were driven from 
the country by the natives, who were far more 
numerous than the intruding people. 

There is today not a smgle Makololo in that 
region, but, strange to say, during the twenty 
years of the domination of this tribe their 
language, a little corrupted, became the lan- 
guage of all that immense territory. Thus: it 
happens that a language of South Africa is 
now spoken on the Upper Zambesi by many 
thousands of people who are quite distant from 
the tribe that imposed the language upon 
them. The natives have, in fact, almost for- 
gotten their original language, though they 
have introduced into their new speech quite a

Lineoln to hesitate before drawing his lance. 
Douglas’ first meetings were in Chicago June

PEN-PICTURE OF RIO JANEIRO. 


Some Interesting Peculisarities of a Queer 
Old Portuguese Town. 

No regular census has ever been taken of 
Rio, but it is believed that about 350,000 peo- 
ple are crowded within the narrow, crescent- 
shaped space between the mountains and the 
sea, writes Fannie B. Ward. Hemmed in by 
a granite wall on one side and deep water on 
the other, the city can never grow any wider, 
and so it has stretched out at both ends, strag- 
gling ten or twelve miles around the pro- 
digious harbor—which, by the way, is exactly 
the shape of a pear, the narrow entrapce 
representing the stem of the fruit. Most 
of the streets are extremely narrow, gen- 
erally not more than ten feet wide, paved 
with Belgian blocks, with an open central 


drain to which they slope, and with three- 


foot-wide sidewalks on a level with the street. 
Canton and others of the great Chinese cities 
have streets as wide as those of Rio Janeiro. 
The houses, many of them quite hidden by 
the towering palms that line some of these cow- 
path streets, are no two alike, and range 
from twoto four stories in height. One of 
their curious features is the absence of the ver- 
anda, which, in the minds of globe-trotters. 
has become intimately associated with ideas 
of hot weather. In lieuof the veranda the 
better -houses show in their upper stories 
broad, deep notches—each a sort of open-air 
parlor, tinted as delicately as aladies’ boudoir, 
often eiaborately frescoed, furnished with rat 
tan and cane sofas, chairs, and tables, em- 
bellished with statuary and floorea vith Tala- 
vera tiles. Some of these cool posts of ob- 
servation have narrow windows of colored glass 
set in their sides surrounded by a wealth of 
gilding, carving, and color, and the effect is 
particularly unique, especially when the outer 
walls of the house are faced with nlue and yel- 
low tiles, as is frequently the case. The best 
houses lie along the water’s edge, notably on 
that part of the bay known as Botafogo, and 
on the slopes of the surrounding mountains 
some of the most charming homes in the 
world are to be seen, fer when the yellow-fever 
season approaches everybody who can afford 
it seeks refuge on the hei=hts. 
About 3 o’clock every afternoon and again 
in the evening, everybody as is anybody“ 
hies to the Rua do Ouvoidor, a narrow alley- 
way in which two meeting carriages could not 
possibly pass, were carriages allowed in that 
street, which they are not. Like the portales 
of Lima, the Alemada of Santiago, the Plaza 
Victoria of Buenos Ayres, and La Inde- 
pendencia of siontevideo, it is the fash- 
ionable promenade and beauty-show of 
Rio, where flirtations are carried on 
and matches made between the “ gilded 
youth’? and dark-eyed damsels of Portu- 
guese-Spanish-negro blood. During fash- 
ionable hours the Ouviodor is literally 
packed with 8 not only from end to end, 
but from wall to wall —for the middle of the 
street ia as frequently patronized as the three- 
foot-wide sidewalks. Here new dresses direct 
from Paris and creation in bonnets are dis- 
played for the first time to the admuring popu- 
lace, while officers of the army and navy, in 
ali the glory of gold lace and gaudy uniforms, 
officers trum the ships of every nation an- 
chored in the harbor add brilliancy to the 
scene—the whole watched over by the mulatto 
gendarmes that constitute the police of Rio 
in their ludicrously elaborate costuines, The 
diamond dealers and other principal mer- 
chants have their establishments in the Rua 
Ouvoidor, and so have the curio collectors and 
the venders of those exquisite feather flowers 
made by the Brazilian nuns.

MIGHTY GALE IN THE BAY OF BISCAY, 


Tossing Amid Mountains and Valleys of 
Green and Treacherous Water, 

Boston Herald: “Those who have never 
been in a real blow on the ocean cannot 
form a conceptiop of the power of the wind 
and sen, said a gentleman who has traveled 
extensively. I have been in many an ordi- 
nary gale, but in only one that would rank as 
a tirst-class one. I never want to get inte 


another. 

The ship that I was then in was an old 
merchant steamer of about 1,200 tons, and 
was as unpleasant a craft in heavy weather as 
aman can imagine. To begin with, she was 
steered from the bridge by wire ropes lead- 
ing aft on high stanchions, and even in 
comparatively calm weather they were con- 
tinually parting and causing delay and dan- 
ger; in a gale, when to broach-to would mean 
Davy Jones’ locker in short order, they did 
not add to one’s feeling of security. 

„We passed Cape Finnisterre, the northern 
point of Spain, one fine evening, and expected 
to have a pleasant run across the dreaded Bay 
uf Biscay. 

About four bells the glass began to 
fall and the Captain seemed anxious, but 
instead of putting back for San Sebas- 
tian or some other of the Spanish ports, 
as he would have been quite justified 
in doing, seeing that the old tub he com- 
manded was hardly seaworthy, he held on 
his course. By morning we were into the 
thick of one of the worst gales of the cen- 
tury. 
Wo boasted a high poop, and between it 
and the bridge the waist of the ship was filled 
with water, and it was a most risky passage to 
wade through it even with the help of life 
lines. We passengers did not make the at- 
tem pt. 

For three days we lived in the poop cabin, 
and gnawed sea biscuits soaked in salt water, 
but we had little appetite, and I believe 
green turtle soup would hardly 
have tempted us. The steamer appeared 
to stand on end every now and then. On the 
second morning of the gale I crawled up the 
narrow companion and lashed myself near 
where the whee] would have been in an ordi- 
rary vessel. The appearance of the sea was 
beautiful, but terrible. ‘The rollers were 
several hundred feet from crestto crest: great 
mountains of cool, green water, with a line of 
hissing foam along their summits. 

„As one would approach the ship she would 
rise stowly, mounting upward, quivering from 
stem to stern. Then the broken crest of the 
waves would curl over her bows, burying her 
forecastle under tons of water. The decks 


would be swept from end to end, and of 


course everything movable, such as boats, 
vanisbed early ia the struggle. While on the 
top of the roilers the wind would feel like a 
living force and seemed to beat a man down; 


then the steamer began to slide down the long’ 


watery slope. In the hollow it would bea 
perfect calm. 

For three days and nights we lay to, under 
easy steam, just keeping enough way on the 
ship to make her steer, and dodging the seas 
by consummate skill in steering. Ihe sailors 


worked like fiends; each man knew that, 


should the engines break down or the steer- 
ing-gear fail to work, even for a few minutes, 
the steamer would broach to and capsize. ö

Baby Wagons for Papooses. 
An enterprising trader, who concluded that 
he would help the government in its efforts to 
civilize the Indian, put in a stock of baby car- 


riages. In a few days every squaw on the 


reservation came in, just as the palefaces 
rush to the bargain counters in the city. 

For a few days the sales were great and In- 
dian babies were transferred from the backs 
of their mothers to the modern conveyance. 
But the craze was short-lived. In less than a 
week the papoose was, in its old place, and 
the baby wagon was found stored back of the 
tepee and used as a receptacle for flour, meat, 
and so forth. 

The Indian is imitative until his curiosity 
is satisfied, but no longer. Such a thing as 
continuity is foreign to the Indian makeup 
unless it be his longing for ease. . 

The government offered them, land about 
the agency in which to put in crops, and they 
were to have all they could make. The soil was 
good and productive. Piows were furnished 
rakes, and grain for planting. A few took hold 
of the new life with encouragi vigor; 
cleared up, plowed, and planted. crops 
peeped out of the furrows, and just as the 
time came which always gladdens the heart 
of the paleface farmer the Indian picked up 
his tent and belongings and moved away, 
leaving what bad been the hardest portion of 
his work, That is Indian farmmg, and that 
characteristic crops out of the Indian wher- 
ever the creature is found. 

The indisposition of the Indian to learn any- 
thing which he is not forced to learn is shown 
in the Arapahoe and Cheyenne tribes, which 
have for years been on the same lands and are 
associated daily. They are still ignorant of 
the language of one another. There's noth- 
nig in it.“ they argue, when one is asked 
why he does not learn to talk Arapahoe or 
Cheyenne. Occasionally an Arapahoe will 
take a Cheyenue squnw, or a Cheyenne will 
take an Arapahoe squaw. They will live to- 
gether as long «as Indians generally do—that 
is until they tire of each other—and 
never learn the language of each 
other. Perhaps some pale face may re- 
ply that this is a happy matrimonial 
alliance, since the couple cannot quarrel, The 
writer saw an Arapahoe squaw whose Chey- 
enne husband had, to use a Blue Island ave- 
nuci#in, „mopped up the ground witt ber.“ 
They could not converse one with the other, 
but they had their misunderstandings which 
were as effectual. 

Where the Indian Thinks He Has Advanced. 

It has been said that the Indian is not im- 
itative. In one respect he has imitated a 
certain class of palefaces, aud he thinks he 
has taken a step onward. He smokes the 


cigarette continuously. He makes it as deftly , 


as the Spaniard, and handles it as well as a 
Cuban. He has become a slave to this abom- 
inable habit, but perhaps it is just as well. 

The squaw-man first referred to in this arti- 
cle said to the correspondent: 

The government may just as well let the In- 
dian alone from this time forward. The Indian 
has got a body blow at last, and if the govern- 
ment will let him alone, turn him out to hus- 
tle for himself the same as white men have to 
hustle, it won’t take long to settle the Indian 
problem. ‘Too much high living, too much 
ghost duncing and exposure which follows it, 
and too much cigarette-smoking will soon do 
the Indian, and it is just as well. for Indian 
once, always Indian. Maybe if the whites 
would employ the Indian where the Indian 
gets a schooling, maybe the Indian might do 
some good. But to spend money educating 
the Indian and then bringing him back to his 
tribe with nothing to do, is not only useless 
extravagauce, but nonsense,”’ 

The opinion of the squaw-man quoted was 
most fitly illustrated at the beef issue the day 
after Easter. This beef issue is one of the 
shortcomings of the government, and 1s not 
only sickening but a disgrace. 

At this issue was a young Indian scout in 
the uniform of the soldiery of this country. 
As soon as the last batch of cattle had been 
shot this young scout, who lives at the fort

as a soldier, rushed on to the range where the 
dying beeves were still kicking and, taking his 
k Hife from his belt, joined in that revel which 
is too barbarous and sickening to be de- 
scribed. ‘ 

With these people there is a oneness quite 
Democratic.

It is entitled 
They Are Plottmg.“ In the room of an inn, 
which is lighted only by a candle, four men, 
whose backs only are visible, are seen talkin 
around a table. The effect is very simple — 
grand. a 

M. Bourgereau gives up his customary cold, 
correct, Breton peasant and lovers. He seems 
to be a little weary of this subject. Four 
landscapes, which are full of truth and poetry, 
after the style of the vid school, hold a high 
position. 

A portrait of Leo XIII. by M. Chantran, is 
a splendid work and owing’ to its elaborately 
faithful representation of the Pontiff’s face 
and figure is bound to meet with universal 
succéss. Raphael Collin, with several ex- 
cellent landscapes, represents the outdoor 
school as Henri Matin, with an allegorical 
painting of Vice and Virtue ”’ represents 
the fantaists. Munkaczsy has a very poor 
portrait of a woman. ' 

Roybet, who for a long time has not sent 
anything to the salon, has abandoned his 
usual style and presents two portraits, one of 
which is of De Prel, the organizer of the 
Salon, as fine as one of Franz Hals’ portraits. 
Richemont sends a painting intended to be re- 
produced as an engraving, ** The Sacritice,“ a 
woman burning a letter. The subject is com- 
monplace, but 1s dramatically treated. 

Another great painting, The Death of 
Carpeaux,“ by Magnan, shows the great 
sculptor who, dying, thinks he sees all his 
statues living and coming to embrace him. 
The execution is obscure and confused. Jean 
Paul Laurens sends a superb portrait worthy 
of his genius. 

Passing to the statuary, Gérome is repre- 
sented by a group in colored marble, Pygmal- 
ion embracing his — statue. Mercie 
has a very fine monume for the tomb of 
Cabanel. 

A delicious nude figure by Alfred Boucher, 
„The Sleeping Beauty,“ has already been 
bought by the State. There is also a large 
bas relief by Fremiet Olivier Clisson. Finally 
Washington Receiving Lafayette, by Bar- 
tholdi, is a grand group in bronze, given to 
the City of Paris by a resident of New York. 
It is a good work, deserving of respect.

THE FROST CURE. 


It has often been observed that great truths are 
not revealed till Time has prepared the way for 
their reception; stall it is a curious fact that 
nearly ali the most. important steps in the prog 
ress of science were half-anticipated by men ap- 
parentiy unconscious of having approached the 
threshold of a world-changing discovery. 

~In Turkey the inoculation ovre of cutaneous 
diseases was occasionally practiced two centuries 
before the time of Dr. Jeuner, but future genera- 
tions may consider ita much stranger fact that 
the nineteenth century more than once so closely 
approached the discovery of tne frost cure, For 
medical statistics, read aright, might even now 
make it doubtful if smallpox, cholera, and yellow- 
fever combined have proved half as destructive of 
human life as a delusion, which a hygienic reform- 
er describes as the cold fallacy,” the habit of 
ascribing all sorte of ailments to the influence of 
a low temperature. The air of the out-door 
world, of the woods and hills, he says. 
is, par excellence, a product of nature, 
and, therefore, the presumptive cause of innumer- 
able evils. Cold air has become the 
general scapegoat of sinners against nature. 
When Don Juan’s knee joints begin to weaken he 
suspects himself of having taken cold.” If an 
old glutton has a cramp, in the stomach he as- 
cribes it to an incautious exposure on coming 
home from a late supper. Toothache is supposed 
to result from “draughts”; croup, neuralgia, 
mumps, ete., from the raw March wind.” When 
children have been forced to sleep in unventilated 
bedroom till their lungs putrefy with their own 
exhalations, the mater-familias reproaches her- 
self with’ the most sensible thing she has been 
doing for the last hundred nights—*‘opening the 
windows last August, when the air was so stifling.” 

Even old-school physicians begin to suspect that 
“tne danger of cold air currents has been greatly 
overrated”; but what if the demon of popular 
delusion should turn out to be not only a harm- 
less sprite, but a minister of mercy—the most 
harmless as well as the most powerful disinfect- 
ant, and Nature’s panacea for the disorders of the 
human organism? 

Is Time preparing the way for that truth by 
half-way discoveries? 

Priessnitz, the founder of hydropathy, managed 
to cure obstinate cases of dyspepsia by cold 
shower-baths; but it is highly probable that the 
same purpose could be attained, in a more nat- 
ural and much less disagreeable manner, by the 
inhalation of fresh, cold air. 

Mountaineers and the natives of high latitudes 
are almost indigestion- proof, but dyspeptics can 
save themselves the trouble of a trip to the Nor- 
wegian Highlands by the simple plan of sleeping, 
snugly covered, in the immediate neighborhood of 
a wide-open window and imbibing large draughts 
of the cool night air. In cold weather a few hours 
will thus suftice to stimulate the torpid organism ; 
but even in midsummer each night can be made 
to un jo the mischief of the preceding day. So far 
from being unpleasant, that method of refrigera- 
tion can become a positive luxury; each lungful 
of cool air revives the languid system, as cold 
water refreshes the parched palate. On the other 
hand, it might be questioned if the father 
of hydropathy ever really came to relish 
his own prescription. A Canadian bear will 
make a wide circuit, or pick his way over the ice 
floes like the hegira heroine of Uncle Tom's 
Cabin,“ rather than swim a lake in cold weather. 
Baptist missionaries do not report many revivals 
before June. 

Ice has become a substitute for less harmless 
antiseptics in many hospitals, and a few months, 
agoa Spanish physician of Santiago de Cuba 
proved by a series of triumphant experiments 
that ycllow-fever patients can be cured in ice 
lined bedrooms. This camera polar (“ polar 
chamber’’) was furnished with double walls and 
floors, the interspaces being filled with a mixture 
of sand and blocks of sea ice—i. e., common sea 


water frozen ‘by the usual evaporation 
process of our ice factories. Vessels 
with chloride of lime were put here and 


there to absorb moisture and noxious gases—a 
combination of artificial: contrivances by which 
its inventor proposed to resstablish the atmos 
pheric conditions of the Arctic zone, where a dry, 
low temperature prevents the development of 
climatic fevers. That idea is an indisputable 
step in the right direction, but there is more than 
one reason to suspect that the effective element of 
the camera polar plan was cold air, pure and 
simple. Ordinary water. frozen in the usual way, 
would have answered the same purpose, and the 
dryness of frosty air is not an indispensable con- 
dition ofits efficiency. In the humid bottom- 
lands of the Mississippi Valley the first good 
night-frost puts a stop to climatic fevers witkout 
the aid of sea salt or chloride of lime. 

Europe and North America have for years re- 
corded the progress of a phenomenon, which a 
friend of mine calls the Siberia mystery’’—the 
northward exodus of the more enterprising ele- 
ments of population. During the last 2,000 years 
the centers of civilization have moved at least 500 
miles nearer the poles; the balance of political 
and intellectual power has been transferred from 
Rome and Athens to Berlin, London, St. Peters- 
burg, Boston, Chicago, and New York. Within 
the limits of our own national territory a similar 
current is setting towards the frozen tablelands 
of our northern border. The overpopulation of 
the sunnier latitude cannot explain the enigma, 


for there is more elbow room in the 
Elysian terrace lands of the southern 
Alleghanies than on many bleak prairies 


of the Far Northwest. The key of the mystery 

may be found in the stimulating influence of a 

low temperature. Frost is an antidote, and great- 

ly modifies the penalties of our manifold sins 

against the health laws of Nature. It enables 

gluttons to digest greasy-made dishes; it helps 

topers to survive excesses that would kill a native 

of the tropics in a few weeks. It also counteracts 

the chronic indolence of exhausted constitutions. 

In the uplands of the Black Hills a squatter is 

not apt to neglect his woodpile. In “ Duluth, the 

solid“ (lake often solidly frozen to a depth of 

eight feet), a business-man can shift with a mini- 
mum of after-dinner rest. The efficacy of the 

plan is uadeniabie, but with open bedroom win- 

dows and less superheated tea, its benefits might 

be enjdyed nearer home. 

The mountain-cure’’ American physicians call 

the last expedient in cases of far-gone consump- 

tion. The patient, wartirobe, library, and all, is 

transported to a tent-camp in the upper Adiron- 

dacks, where the temperature in October often 

sinks to 15° below zero. Blankets are allowed an 

libitum, but no stove-fires at night, and even in 

daytime highlana blizzards may oblige the con- 

valescent to take refuge under his blankets. Few 

breeds of tubercle-microbes have been able to 

resist that prescription for more than a moath, 

and in the course of a winter such rempants of 

pulmonary substance as the invalid may have 

saved from the influence of city life will get ex- 

purgated effectively enough to remain in fair 

working order for years to come. 

Those remarkable results have been variously 

ascribed to the purity of mountain air, or to that 

mysterious ‘‘allotropic form of oxygen called 

Ozone; but again, there is a probability amount- 

ing to what.lawyers would term a violent pre- 

sumption, that they are simply due to the pro- 

tracted influence of cold air. The prevalence of 
pulmonary diseases decreases with every mile 

further north on the road from the factory dis- 
tricts of the English border to the pastoral re- 
gions of sea-girt Scotland, and next to the natives 
of Senegambia, where indoor work is almost un- 
known, the Norwegians, Icelanders, and the 
Yakute, of Northern Siberia, enjoy the most com- 
plete immunity from consumption. The severe 
frosts of the Arctic regions counteract even the 
filthy habits of the hovel-dwelling Esquimaux, 

and whalers in an atmosphere not specially dis- 
tinguished for its purity or abundance of ozone 
manage to get the better of incipient tubercles by 
frequent exposure to icy gales. 

The suggestiveness of those facts would, per- 
haps, have been less persistently ignored if the 
study of the symptoms and proximate causes of 

consumption had not tended to divert attention 

from its original causes and the means of its pre- 

vention. The description of vermiform mi- 

crobes’” and the methods of coloring their semi- 
transparent tissue certainly attest the ingenuity

A few years ago 

the proprietor of a Hot Springs sanitarium adver- 

tised his establishment with the motto: “ Warmth 

is life; cold is death,“ In a modified form that 

aphorism may become the keystone-piinciple of 

sanitary philosophy: Warmth is life; cold, even 

in a moderate degree, is death—not to man- but 

to myriads of disease-germs far more sensitive to 


anges of tem ture.—Feliz L. Oswald, M. D., 
2 —— Review.

When he was 21 years "old he returned to Salt 
Point and began business for himself. It is worth 
while to note that-he began penniless, for in his 
day and generation it was the proper thing for a 
boy to turn over his earnings to hisfather. He 
began on his own hook ”’ boiling salt on shares. 
In 1818 he had 122 barrels to his credit. He took 


it to York, now Toronto, Canada, and sold it to 


advantage. In 1819 he shipped a boatload of salt 
via the Erie Canal to Rochester, thence carting 
it to Genesee Falls from where he shipped again 
by boat to Lewiston, from which a portion of 
the cargo was sent to Black Rock, the remainder 
going to Cleveland, O. There was little money 
an circulation then. He received in exchenge for 
his cargo of salt at Cleveland a small herd of 
cattle which he drove himself, traveling on foot 
to Salt Point, a distance of 350 miles. In 1832 he 
moved to Grand River, O., 30 miles below Cleve- 
land, and there founded a town which he called 
Richmond. Here he followed mercantile and 
shipping interests. He prospered so well he be- 
‘came a vessel builder and owner of a steamer. 


In 1840 Cleveland hed dete the metropolis 
and Mr. Richmond went there and pursned the 
business of shipping and bought an interest in 
the schooner Swallow, and, loading it with mer- 
chandise, in 1845 he sent it to Lake Superior, his 
son being one of the crew. 

The vessel reached Sault Ste. Marie too early in 
the season and was ice-bound for six weeks. At 
the expiration of that time the vessel was removed 
from its bondage, put on rollers, hauled across 
the portage, and launched into the waters of Lake 
Superior. That was the first commercial enter- 


prise on that inland sea.

In 1847 the star of empire seemed to stand 
still over the site of Chicago. Mr. Richmond fol- 
lowed and came here with his wife aud six chil- 


He resumed shipping business here, his place 
being at the foot of State street. In 1548 he be- 
gan writing articles for the press, endeavoring to 
— that free trade via the St. Lawrence River 
with Europe was possible and desirable. He was 
an enthusiast on that subject and it was in one of 
that series.of articles that he made the prediction 
that in twenty years Chidago would have 100,000 
people and in 200 years it would be the metropolis 
ofthe world. At the expiration of the twenty 
years Mr. Richmond was living here and saw the 
population 250,000, 40 per cent more than he had 
dreamed! He a to see the beginning of his 
second prophecy 
In 1856 he built a schooner Dean Richmond, 
loaded it with wheat and proved what he had 
been preaching. The vessel was sent to Liver- 
‘pool by way of the St. Lawrence, and the ship- 
mont and voyage were a success. The vessel was 
under the mastership of Capt. Dan Pierce, and 
with him was the son of Mr. Richmond, who had 
la ed the first commercial vessels in the 
waters of Lake Superior. Maybe politics then 
was more creditable than now, and it may be put 
‘down to his credit that in 1854 Mr. Richmond was 
1 the Legislature of this State. 
In 1356 he built the Richmond House at the 
corner of Michigan avenue and Water street. It 
‘was at this hotel that the Prince of Wales was en- 


‘tertained in 1859. 

Mr. Richmond was one of the founders of the 
' Chicago ‘Board of Trade and its first sessions 

were held in his office on Dearborn street.

An Extinct Tribe Whose History Is Lost. 
A gentleman who recently talked with a Co- 
manche chef through an interpreter tells the 
following: I had taken a fancy to an Indian 
It was so 
velvety that I caught myself repeating it. So 
when Iwas presented to the chief of the Co- 
manches—I have forgotten his name—I asked 
him about the Anadarko tribe and learned that 
it was extinct. Some fifty years ago the people 
of it were 2,000 strong, and were warlike, and men 
mund women of remarkable physique. They did 
‘fot affiliate with other Indians. They began to 
dwindle from disease. Every time there was an 
epidemic they seemed to suffer more than any 
other tribe. They disappeared almost imper- 
ceptibly until at last but two were left, and one 
ofthem was a chief. He and his sole subject 
were very devoted to one another as long as the 
subject lived. After his death the chief re- 
mained about his old grounds, always dig- 
nified, and always independent. He had enough to 
jive on without asking any help from any one. 
He declined the friendship of other tribes, al- 
thougi: offered a home with the Comanches. 
About a year ago he was found dead. With him 
passed away the last of the Anadarkos. The his- 
tory of the tribe, except what was told by the 
Comanche, is lost. I made it a point to make 
some inquiries about the history of this people of 
Officials whose business it is to know, but they 
haa ho records on the subject. I asked through 
other interpreters of the vdrious tribes but re- 
eéived no information. There is a town on one of 
the reservations in Oklahoma known as Anadar- 
- ko. An Indian school is located thers. But there 
are no records about that place which throw any 
more light on the tribe than what I have related. 
There does not remain a single mouad to mark the 
spot where any of the tribe are buried. The rest-

Shortening Up Railroad Lines. 

An Engineer on a Western Koad: I suppose 
that most people who travel think we travel over 
the same line, 1f we are in the employ of one com- 
pany, all the time, that was originally laid down. 
That is, they think that when a railroad is built 
it never changes its course. Most of the trunk 
lines are built in a hurry in this country. After 
they have been in operation for a while the com- 
pany begins to figure on how they can make 
better time.

AFFIRMED THE TITLE TO THE LANDS. 


‘The Mississippi Supreme Court Makes an 
Important Decision, 

Jackson, Miss., April 30.—[Special. |—The 
Supreme Court of Mississippi rendered an 
opinion yesterday which is of interest to 
many Northern purchasers and holders of 
Southern timber lands. The suit is The State 
of Mississippi vs. The Delta Pine Land com- 
pany, involving thes title to about 140,000 
acres of pine lands in the southern portion of 
the State. The State, through the Attorney- 
General, filed a bill T#&chancery to vacate the 
title of the company to these lands on the 
ground of fraud, the acts of 1877 forbidding 
the purchase of more than 240 acres by any 
one person, it being claimed) that it was the 
intention to reserve the land for actual set- 
tlers. While the records shew the lands were 
purchased in accordance with the letter of the 
law, it was claimed that the spirit of the law 
had been violated in that the beneficiaries of 
the original purchasers had secured names 
and patents to tracts of 240 acres and immedi- 
ately caused a transfer of title to thernselves 
for the same or an insignificant advance on the 
original price of 25 cents per acre. That in 
this the spirit of the law was violated, the 
lands purchased for speculative purposes, and 
the State defrauded. The court held: 

That the original grant from the government in 
1852 was upon express or implied condition that 
the State would reclaim and improve the lands 
donated to the State, and that the subsequent 
sale and placing of the lands upon the tax-rolis 
was the simple performance of a trust assumed by 
the State wher it accepted the lands, and that the 
titleofthe Delta and Pine Land company ac- 
quired from Phillips, Marshall & Evers, who had 

secured the applications of the original pur- 
chasers, could not be disturbed but must be af- 
tirmed and perfected. 


BLOODHOUNDS WILL TRAIL HIM. 


Charles Doerr Murdered by an Unknown 
Assussin—Robbery the Cause. 

Szrmour, Ind., April 30.— [Special. Friday 
morning the body of Carl W. Doerr, a wealthy 
bachelor farmer, was found by one of his em- 
ployés about one-fourth of a mile from his 
home. His skull was broken in three pieces, 
crushed by a piece of heavy hiekory wood 
four feet long and two inches in diameter, 
which was found standing against the fence 
within a few feet of where the body was found 
and over which the murderer jumped and 
made hisescape. Mr. Doerr spent Thursday 
evening ata card party with some of his 
friends at Brownstown. At 10 o’elock he 
started for home, which is three-quarters 
of A mule at that place, and 
when near the McCormick schoolhouse 
was waylaid by some unknown party. The 
pockets of his clothes had been rifled. His 
watch was taken and the chain broken, as part 
of it was found about fifteen feet from the 
body. The ground surrounding does not show 
that there had beenastruggle. The body 
seems to have fallen immediately after the 
first stroke. The people of Brownstown are 
greatly excited over the murder, and should 
the murderer be captured he will probably be 
lynched. Mr. Doerr was 56 years old and was 
born in Germany. Gov. Chase has ordered 
bloodhounds to be sent to the scene from 
Jeffersonville. They will be used to track the 
assassin. 


WARNER MILLER ON AICARAGUA. 


He Addresses a Large Audience in Minne- 
apolis on This Subject. 
MinyeApouis, Minn., April 30.—Warner 
Miller of New York talked to an audience of 
two thousand last ‘night at the Lyceum 
Theater on the subject of the Nicara- 
gua Canal, under the auspices. of 
the Minneapolis Board of Trade. The 
Senator estimates the cost of build- 
ing of the Nicaragua at $100,000,000, 
or practically what the Suez cost, but be- 
lieves that the tonnage for the first year after 
its opening wo exceed the tonnage of the 
Suez in 1891, d would therefore yield a 
large profit to the stockholders at once. The 
Senator paid particular attention to the fact 
that although this was a private enterprise he 
had been invited by the Foreign Relations 
committee of the Senate to make a proposi- 
tion looking to the transfer of the Nicaragua 
Canal company as it now stands, with an ex- 
penditure of $6,000,000, to the United States.
